Only when we're fascinated with something, we're sufficiently open to make a difference. Then 
we want to give it the benefit of the doubt, go boldly forward, be courageous and experience a 
life serving attitude. We can move mountains, where we can playfully brag about at some future 
party. 


Moving mountains is a required skill in the times ahead. For most of our planet's inhabitants, 
living conditions are deteriorating in many respects and this course will have to be altered 
fundamentally. The magnitude of this alteration being experienced as daunting by most. 

Maslow 7 s composite of peak experiences, in which fascination appears: 

1. The experience or object is seen as a whole, detached from possible usefulness, expedience, and purpose. 

2. The experience is fully attended to, given 'total attention 7 . 

3. The experience seems ego-transcending, self-forgetful and ego-less. 

4. The experience is felt as self-validating and self-justifying, carrying its own intrinsic value. 

5. The experience is accompanied by a characteristic disorientation in time and 

space (e.g. the creative artist oblivious to surroundings, lovers to whom a day seems like a year or a second). 

6. Particularly in musical or religious experiences, the world is seen as a unity, a single rich live entity, or a part is 
perceived as if it were for the moment all of the world. 


These moments were of pure, positive happiness when all doubts, all fears, all inhibitions, all tensions, all weaknesses 
were left behind.

When weapons are of the "amateur" type of 1880, as they were in Greece in the fifth 
century B.C., they are widely possessed hy citizens, power is similarly dispersed, and no 
minority can compel the majority to yield to its will. With such an "amateur weapons 
system" (if other conditions are not totally unfavorable), we are likely to find majority 
rule and a relatively democratic political system. But, on the contrary, when a period can 
be dominated by complex and expensive weapons that only a few persons can afford to 
possess or can learn to use, we have a situation where the minority who control such 
"specialist" weapons can dominate the majority who lack them. In such a society, sooner 
or later, an authoritarian political system that reflects the inequality in control of weapons 
will he established.

It is to be expected that advances in physiology and 
psychology will give governments much more control over

countries. Fichte laid it down that education should aim at 
destroying free will, so that, after pupils have left school, 
they shall be incapable, throughout the rest of their lives, of 
thinking or acting otherwise than as their schoolmasters 
would have wished. But in his day this was an unattainable 
ideal: what he regarded as the best system in existence 
produced Karl Marx. In future such failures arc not likely to 
occur where there is dictatorship. Diet, injections, and 
injunctions will combine, from a very early age, to produce 
the sort of character and the sort of beliefs that the authorities 
consider desirable, and any serious criticism of the powers 
that be will become psychologically impossible. Even if all 
arc miserable, all will believe themselves happy, because 
the government will tell them that they are so.

First we need a splinter in the mind; this is what is required to make use of what this trilogy offers 
and what our global society needs. 

Then we have to become aware of where we're at. This ist part of the trilogy is dedicated to this. 
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When we connect the dots, see the patterns, we can find new and greater meaning in our life. 
Which turns out to be a fascinating journey by account of all who dared to take the time and 
effort to make this journey. Then we have to change our decision making processes. Finally we 
have to take appropriate action. The latter two subjects will be treated in the second and third 
part of the trilogy respectively. 

Compare being in love with performing chores. With the former, life consists of chances to stay 
fascinated and move mountains. With the latter, these mountains can also be moved, but at great 
effort, cost and an ensuing desire for compensation. 


Most of us live in times of chores, while trying to brush these chores up with amusement in 
various forms, into something that should resemble being in love. Many of these forms of 
amusement cost money and when this becomes scarce, the true nature of what we're doing 
becomes visible. When money is available, a society manifests with the qualities of a Borderline 
character structure. 

How can we become fascinated, love moving mountains? 

Many books have been written on this subject, the good ones referring to 2 questions: 

[1] who am I 

[2] what is my task 

These questions set us free; are worthy of our attention, since they lead us from fear to love. 
Which is an issue most of us value highly, when questioned. 

This formal, verbal adherence implies a proactive attitude. Which often lacks, when looking at 
worldly events. 

An important aspect of the path from fear to love is acquiring intellectual knowledge. This 
knowledge comprises of rational knowledge, compassion, morality, wisdom. Rational knowledge 
left to its own devices is responsible for a large part of our current predicament. 

For the first time in our written history, all knowledge required for creating heaven on earth has 
become available for a large number of people, mainly through the Internet and [online] libraries. 
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The possibility that regarding essential lines of development the overriding majority of people 
rather undergo an involution, in tandem with an evolution regarding relatively unimportant lines 
of development, will be addressed later on. 

What fascinated me from the moment I learned from its existence, some 8 years ago, is 'Concentrating Solar Power' 
[see chapter 'Aqua CSP/ Eumena', Z_Aqua CSP and Z_EV - RES scenario]

When generating this type of [non intermittent clean] electricity, massive amounts of salt water can be converted 
into water, suited for drinking and irrigation. As can be see in the picture below, a relatively small amount of desert 
could supply the world with emission and war free energy.

With a wartime like mobilization, this could be achieved in less than 5 years. When organized in a coop grassroots 
format, the usual big corporation pitfalls can be avoided.

Plan B 2.0: Rescuing a Planet Under Stress and a Civilization in Trouble 

Lester R. Brown 

Chapter 13. Plan B: Building a New Future: A Wartime Mobilization 

As we contemplate mobilizing to rescue a planet under stress and a civilization in trouble, we see both similarities and 
contrasts with the mobilization for World War II. In this earlier mobilization, there was an economic restructuring, but it 
was temporary. Mobilizing to save civilization, in contrast, requires a permanent economic restructuring. 

The U.S. entry into World War II is a fascinating case study in rapid mobilization. Initially, the United States resisted 
involvement in the war and responded only after it was directly attacked at Pearl Harbor on December 7,1941. But 
respond it did. After an all-out commitment, the U.S. engagement helped turn the tide of war, leading the Allied Forces to 
victory within three-and-a-half years. 12 

In his State of the Union address on January 6,1942, one month after the bombing of Pearl Harbor, President Roosevelt 
announced the country's arms production goals. The United States, he said, was planning to produce 45,000 tanks, 
60,000 planes, 20,000 anti-aircraft guns, and 6 million tons of merchant shipping. He added, 'Let no man say it cannot 
be done.* 13 

No one had ever seen such huge arms production numbers. But Roosevelt and his colleagues realized that the largest 
concentration of industrial power in the world at that time was in the U.S. automobile industry. Even during the 
Depression, the United States was producing 3 million or more cars a year. After his State of the Union address, 
Roosevelt met with automobile industry leaders and told them that the country would rely heavily on them to reach these 
arms production goals. Initially they wanted to continue making cars and simply add on the production of armaments. 
What they did not yet know was that the sale of private automobiles would soon be banned. From the beginning of April 
1942 through the end of 1944, nearly three years, there were essentially no cars produced in the United States. 14 


A question arises as to the distinction between nescience [not knowing at all, nor being able to 
know] and ignorance [being able to know, but deliberately looking away]. Which leads to the 
quote 'for evil to prevail, it suffices that good men do nothing'. 
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An important reason for why throughout history it has been difficult to access knowledge that 
would set oneself and one's society free, is that it was deliberately hidden by those who did have 
access to this knowledge. Reasons being in the domain of accumulating powerthrough control of 
large groups of people. This knowledge has become labeled as 'occult knowledge'. 'Occult' 
meaning hidden, cloaked, obscured [see Z_Passio 'Streetwise spirituality']. 

This occult knowledge concerns Natural law and is not related to religious belief, superstition or 
pies in the skies. 

The Hermetic tradition offers knowledge of Natural law. This is required to free oneself to have a 
life based on creativity, love and to continue unfolding, manifesting consciousness. 

Its basic tenets are: Mentalism, Vibration, Rhythm, Polarity, Correspondence, Cause and effect, 
Gender and the Generative principle. These subjects will be treated in chapter V1 and offer a 
fascinating read. 

Part 1 of the trilogy offers broad orienting generalizations, situating most current narratives on 
how things work.

To recall, launch date for Voyager 1 is 5 September 1977 and for Voyager 2, 

20 August 1977. Date of closest approach to Saturn is 12 November 1980 for 
Voyager 1 and 26 August 1981 for Voyager 2. Without photography from 
these flybys, the science story presented herein could not be told. Universality 
of interest in the findings renders disclosures singularly through discipline- 
oriented channels inappropriate. Further, absence of disciplinary-boundary 
constraints permits discussion of humanistic concerns relevant to the findings 
which otherwise would be omitted. This broad approach is expected to 
catalyze more readily and more realistically the priorities which should be 
given to the many, highly diverse, aspects of the subject matter. 

Chapters offer sketches on subjects readily visible or at least discover-able in the public domain. 
These sketches are mere indicators and invitations to see emerging patterns in the various 
domains, as well as in society at large and to continue exploring oneself. Taking it further 
regarding the subjects that I continued looking into and which are described in the trilogy, would 
be a daunting as well as counter productive task, for it would scare off most readers. On the 
positive side, readers able to appreciate the system changing potential of the trilogy are ready to 
digest what is offered. They will engage themselves more intensely when following their own 
paths of exploration. 

There are even more disturbing layers in what I've come across, but these will not be described in 
the trilogy.

My own path of exploration was long and winding. Some 30 years ago someone handed me a 
book by Ken Wilber. I intuited that there was important news for me there, but I also felt 
incapable and/or afraid to explore it. It took over a decade before I could / dared to do so. Given 
the idea that it takes one to know one, I see this situation with people around me a l most by 
default, when subjects described in the trilogy are mentioned. 

Curiously enough, at the same time there was also a warrior sort of energy running through my 
life. Something to the tune of 'get the job done, never mind the troubles you have to take'. This 
can be seen in a chronological ordering of things I've done in Z_CV. 

In a psychological perspective it meant that when a subject emerged or was suggested by 
someone and I was ready for it, in the sense that I could project my desires at that moment on it, I 
jumped on it. 

While initiating and running the projects during the research this was often painful. This was due 
to the fact that my enthusiasm was welcomed in the early stages of what I started, but when 
reaching completion and/or a needed formalization of the commitment of other parties, met with 
what turned out to be some insurmountable obstacle. 

This could be anything: more research needed, approval of someone higher up needed, another 
department has done/will do/should do something similar, not invented here-therefore not 
welcome, budget doesn't allow it at this moment, too early, too late, not core business, don't 
change horses in mid course, we'd rather see others take the risk of trying.

When a project was not dependent on other parties, jobs got done. Below my father who helped 
me building 'Wu Wei', a 36ft steel sailing yacht. This was done after I finished Law school and he 
was retired. What helped bringing this project to an end was working in Uganda as a logistical 
officer, just before finishing Law school. I was thrown in the deep end of the pool and loved it.

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The effects of years of educational drudgery already were in remission after bicycling through the 
US for 1/2 a year at the end of my studies and reading books that fascinated me. These books 
were about spirituality [Carlos Castaneda, Abraham Maslow, Erich Fromm, Alan Watts, Richard 
Bach, Da Free John] and men building their own ship and sailing the high seas permanently. 


This trilogy is a culmination of 6 years of formal research, 4 years of continued exploration 
[including 2 years working on the land, partly to heal myself] and a lifelong quest for what on 
Earth we're up to. 



The label of the research was 'Decision making processes in a transition towards a sustainable 
energy regime'. It was performed by initiating and leading projects in the energy transition 
domain. This type of research [labeled 'Action research'] gave insights not found in regular types 
of research, leading the research in uncharted territory. 

Among other things, this meant that I started giving lectures and started a company named 
'TransitionTravels'. This was also to generate an income; I had to finance the family through 
projects and lectures. When I continued giving full disclosure of what I had found in my research, 
no more requests for lectures were received. TransitionTravels met with an economic contraction 
and is now dormant. 

The promotion was not concluded. This was due to the fact that I learned that the conclusions I 
reached were outside of the scope of Transition science. The fact that this mandatory staying 
within current narratives results in a fundamentally flawed Transition science was recognized and 
affirmed. But current -comfortable- academic arrangements were and are deemed more 
important than informally acknowledged essential next steps. The chapter labeled 'implicitly 
accept a non-integral science of transitions' is dedicated to this topic.

In like vein, Sir Michael Howard, formerly Chichele professor of the history of war at Oxford, 
fellow of All Souls and emeritus professor of modern history at Oxford, denied the automatic 
implication of mobilisation, claiming that ‘Russian mobilisation gave her [Germany] the excuse'. 
[14] So the mobilisation of between one and two million Russian soldiers on Germany's border 
was simply used as an excuse by Germany to go to war: a war on two fronts that she had 
desperately striven to avoid. No evidence was offered by either of these learned authorities. They 
spoke ex cathedra , pronouncing the verdict of Oxford on the causes of the First World War like 
medieval popes, and God help the student that questioned their divine bull. 


The style can be labeled 'raw' or thereabouts. This is in large part due to the fact that it has been 
written in a short time and while running a household with 2 young children & a working wife. It 
could be smoother and should be smoother for a sales-optimized style. Given the disruptive 
content and a desired congruence between form and content, a raw style seems appropriate. 

An added effort & outcome of optimizing can even be labeled condescending towards the target 
audience: people with a -still/again- sufficiently open mind, warm heart and a ton of courage to 
explore new frontiers. Physical, relational, emotional, spiritual; the whole shebang. 

Which reminds me of a part of a song by Baz Luhrmann: 


Be careful whose advice you buy, 
but, be patient with those who supply it. 

Advice is a form of nostalgia, 

dispensing it is a way of fishing the past from the disposal, wiping it off, painting over the ugly part 

and recycling it for more than it's worth. 


Which refers to the fact that only when one has investigated topics/domains oneself, they 
become really understood. Second hand stories [such as these] can be splinters at best. When this 
book can induce a few splinters, Ml be a much happier man. 
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IV The Matrix trilogy as a source of inspiration 


What fascinates me is how in 1999 the Wachowski brothers found a $ 363 million budget with 
Warner Brothers for a movie that asks essential questions, such as 'who am I' and 'what is my 
task'. 

Added to this, they ask these questions in a format that writes cinematic history and appeals to a 
large audience [revenues $ 1,6 billion]. For a small group it represents existential issues, with 
some 15 books being written on the Matrix trilogy, as well as numerous articles. 



It has the potential to open up a large audience to wider and deeper perspectives. By doing so, 
they make the domain of sustainability significantly more effective. Or, to be more precise: turn 
around the trend of fundamentally flawed efforts in the domain of sustainability, into ones of 
effectiveness and joy. 

Many books and articles have been written, numerous conferences have been held on 
sustainability. Many represent a part of the puzzle, hold valid perspectives. But the dominant 
approaches are piecemeal, have narrow focus, project trends and lack proper operationalization. 

Probably more importantly, there's a general superficiality of questions raised in those 
approaches. These are formidable obstacles, rather than assets in the quest for a better life for all 
sentient life on our planet. 

In 2008 we visited a Concentrating Solar Power plant near Seville. When we arrived, Ilya [our eldest daughter, then 2, 
now 9] slept. 

Also since I was strongly engaged with the sustainable energy domain, it gave me strong feelings of where we as 
individuals and as a society are at: the next generation is unaware and unable to steer their future and have to deal 
with what we have arranged for them.

In the Matrix trilogy, superficiality is shattered. The very idea that there's such a thing as reality-as 
we know it, is out the window. It tells us that we need to wake up to a greater reality in order to be 
free and continue on our path of evolutionary unfolding. The latter being what should be the 
quintessential focus of the sustainability parish [and all others, for that matter]. 

The first time I watched the Matrix trilogy I barely scratched its surface. I saw exteriors: a plain 
good vs bad story, with occasional itching. Itching as in bending a non-existent spoon, humans 
sleeping in incubators mandatorily powering machines, a reluctant & hesitant messiah and a killer 
application, wanting to be free. Only when listening closely to voice over comments on the Matrix 
trilogy by 2 philosophers [Ken Wilber and Cornel West], it became obvious what a pearl I had been 
abusing [see Z_Matrix_ist part_comments_transcript]. 

It was a lesson in modesty regarding -the illusion of- understanding something or someone, 
having opinions about anything. As well as having a worldview worth its salt in general and 
speaking self confidently about it. 


Wilber has been my favorite philosopher for a long time. Reason is that he wants 'He was true, but 
partial' on his tombstone [from his credo 'every narrative is true, but partial']. This self situating 
quality, combined with a body of work with great width and depth, as well as a serious meditative 
practice, made me a lifelong fan [see his magnum opus on Z_Wilber'Sex, ecology, spirituality']. 
This 'true but partial' applies also to this book. As mentioned before, it offers some broad 
generalizing orientations, with Natural law as the leading reference. Interlaced, rough sketches 
will be offered of the subjects I came across in my research. All subjects have a body of materials 
behind it that is too much to digest or communicate by anyone. I applaud those who have spend 
their time and energy into delineating aspects of what on earth is going on. Their efforts have 
enabled me to write this overview and primer into greater realities. 
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I have spend upwards of 3000 hours of watching interviews, lectures, documentaries while doing 
the dishes, vacuuming, driving, laundry, afterthe kids were in bed. This worked as a slow course 
in rebuilding my outlook. 

In an earlier iteration of rebuilding my outlook, there's an illustration of how haphazard this 
worked out: when I saw the first part of the Zeitgeist trilogy, the bamboozling nature of the FED 
[as well as both central banks and money in general] was communicated. I thought I understood it 
somewhat, but every time I saw this phenomenon again, I realized that I hadn't grasped it. It took 
about 10 iterations before I grasped the extent of the Ponzi scheme before my eyes.

John Ruskin 

The new imperialism after 1870 was quite different in tone from that which the Little 
Englanders had opposed earlier. The chief changes were that it was justified on grounds 
of moral duty and of social reform and not. as earlier, on grounds of missionary activity 
and material advantage. The man most responsible for this change was John Ruskin. 

Until 1870 there was no professorship of fine arts at Oxford, but in that year, thanks to 
the Slade bequest, John Ruskin was named to such a chair. He hit Oxford like an 
earthquake, not so much because he talked about fine arts, but because he talked also 
about the empire and England's downtrodden masses, and above all because he talked 
about all three of these things as moral issues. Until the end of the nineteenth century the 
poverty-stricken masses in the cities of England lived in want, ignorance, and crime very 
much as they have been described by Charles Dickens. Ruskin spoke to the Oxford 
undergraduates as members of the privileged, ruling class. He told them that they were 
the possessors of a magnificent tradition of education, beauty, rule of law, freedom, 
decency, and self-discipline but that this tradition could not be saved, and did not deserve 


to be saved, unless it could be extended to the lower classes in England itself and to the 
non-English masses throughout the world. If this precious tradition were not extended to 
these two great majorities, the minority of upper-class Englishmen would ultimately be 
submerged by these majorities and the tradition lost. To prevent this, the tradition must be 
extended to the masses and to the empire. 

Cecil Rhodes Sets Up a Monopoly Over the Gold and 

Diamond Mines in South Africa 

Ruskin's message had a sensational impact. His inaugural lecture was copied out in 
longhand by one undergraduate. Cecil Rhodes, who kept it with him for thirty years. 
Rhodes (1853-1902) feverishly exploited the diamond and goldfields of South Africa, 
rose to be prime minister of the Cape Colony (1890-1896). contributed money to political 
parties, controlled parliamentary seats both in England and in South Africa, and sought to 
win a strip of British territory across Africa from the Cape of Good Hope to Egypt and to 
join these two extremes together with a telegraph line and ultimately with a Cape-to- 
Cairo Railway. Rhodes inspired devoted support for his goals from others in South Africa 
and in England. With financial support from Lord Rothschild and Alfred Beit, he was 
able to monopolize the diamond mines of South Africa as De Beers Consolidated Mines 
and to build up a great gold mining enterprise as Consolidated Gold Fields. In the middle 
1890's Rhodes had a personal income of at least a million pounds sterling a year (then 
about five million dollars) which was spent so freely for his mysterious purposes that he 
was usually overdrawn on his account. These purposes centered on his desire to federate 
the English-speaking peoples and to bring all the habitable portions of the world under 
their control. For this purpose Rhodes left part of his great fortune to found the Rhodes 
Scholarships at Oxford in order to spread the English ruling class tradition throughout the 
English-speaking world as Ruskin had wanted. 

Cecil Rhodes Organized a Secret Society in 1891 

Among Ruskin's most devoted disciples at Oxford were a group of intimate friends 
including Arnold Toynbee, Alfred (later Lord) Milner, Arthur Glazebrook, George (later 
Sir George) Parkin. Philip Lyttelton Gell. and Henry (later Sir Henry ) Birchenough. 

These were so moved by Ruskin that they devoted the rest of their lives to carrying out 
his ideas. A similar group of Cambridge men including Reginald Baliol Brett (Lord 
Esher), Sir John B. Seeley. Albert (Lord) Grey, and Edmund Garrett were also aroused by 
Ruskin's message and devoted their lives to extension of the British Emoire and uolift of 


Cecil Rhodes founded the Round table, which through the Council on Foreign Relations now 
forms the shadow real, government of the US [see also Z_correspondence with Saskia Sassen, 
Z_Wood 'Technocracy rising'_slide show summary].

The etymological origin of the English suffix -ment is often 
debated, yet it is overwhelmingly clear that those who 
created the English language deliberately chose mens, the 
Latin word for “mind,” to mean “the state of’ or “the 
condition of," in direct keeping with the First Principle of 
Natural Law, the Principle of Mentalism, which 
demonstrates that in order for any particular thing, event, 
circumstance, state or condition to exist as it currently 
does in our manifested reality (the Plane of Effects), it 
must first have existed in mind (the Plane of Causality). 


Rhodes got this idea from Adam Weishaupt, the godfather of some large cans of worms. Crux of 
his idea is for organizations to create circles within circles: the outer circles are visible to the public 
and by being respected institutions are beyond suspicion or closer scrutiny. Within these circles 
are smaller circles of people dedicated to other agendas than visible in the larger circle. Members 
of the larger circle work on a need to know basis and -thus- have little or no idea about this 
smaller circle. Nor do they want to have knowledge, since this is -rightfully- deemed not 
conducive to a comfortable life style.

They were gracious and cultured gentlemen of... social experience who were 
much concerned with the freedom of expression of minorities and the rule of law for all, 
who constantly thought in terms of Anglo-American solidarity, of political partition and 
federation, and who were convinced that they could gracefully civilize the Boers of South 
Africa, the Irish, the Arabs, and the Hindus, and who are largely responsible for the 
partitions of Ireland, Palestine, and India, as well as the federations of South Africa, 
Central Africa, and the West Indies. Their desire to win over the opposition by 
cooperation worked with Smuts but failed with Hcrtzog, worked with Gandhi but failed 
with Menon, worked with Stresemann....

A third circle and beyond can also easily be envisioned. By attracting leaders in all relevant social 
groups, large groups where control is sought over are effectively controlled. After hearing West's 
comments it is unclear to me to what extent he is familiar with these perspectives. 

The dynamics of this can be seen in all organizations. The smaller circles representing the people 
in an organization who have key positions regarding the key drivers of an organization. 


The most prominent example that approaches this dynamic from my own experience is the 
composition of the Dutch taskforce on energy transition. This was installed by the prime minister 
himself and should lead The Netherlands towards leadership in a transition towards a sustainable 
energy regime. Who was made chair by the Premier, got a free hand in choosing his team and 
who appointed 80% former Shell staff? Who noticed and objected then and now, when this 
transition went nowhere?

With 'the domain of sustainability in general'the result of the Trivium is meant. 

The Trivium builds reality; when one or more underlying phases is sub-optimal, reality as we 
experience it suffers. 



The fact that knowledge of the Trivium has been traded for knowledge of trivialities, makes that 
efforts to make corrections in what we perceive as reality can only fail. The underlying drivers and 
constituting processes, driven by our subconscious, in its turn driven by small groups who know 
how to influence/steer/ control the subconscious of large groups, are out of sight and thus stay 
unaffected by our efforts. 

An influence in the direction of desired outcomes can be seen in the intention of those seeking a 
better life of all sentient beings. The power of common intention is not to be underestimated. 
This also being known by small groups seeking control, it will probably be anticipated upon in 
their plans and thus possibly be neutralized. 

Principles are essential in our common unfolding. Since our society at large puts trivialities over 
principles, it has lost its potential for self healing. The Trivium deals with principles. The principles 
of Natural law are described next. 
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The general principles of Natural law [from Hermeticism]:

6. Cause & effect. Free will exists, within the boundaries of Natural law. These boundaries can be 
transgressed, but at a price [which is hard to recognize / link to the cause, due to time lag, effects 
in the aggregate and by non-action]. 
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Every Cause has its Effect. Every Effect has its Cause. 
Everything happens according to Law . Chance is 
but a name for Law not recognized. There are many 
planes of causation, but nothing escapes the Law. 


Plane Of Causality 

(Mental World) 

This is where causes are set into motion prior to manifesting as 
formed realities. This Plane of Causality constitutes the causal 
factors (the WHY ) which underlie and precede all manifested 
things and events. All power to affect change lies on this 
plane. Human Consciousness must "move” from the Plane Of 
Effects to the Plane of Causality in order for human beings to 
understand the causal factors of the conditions which they are 
collectively manifesting in their lives. Only then will Humanity 
be able to co-create their shared reality on a conscious level, 
rather than an unconscious one.

Plane Of Effects 

(Physical World) 

This is where manifested realities have formed due to their 
underlying causes. The Plane of Effects constitutes that 
whic h has already occurred. As such, no power to 
affect change lies here, because that which has already 
occurred cannot un-occur; it has become That Which Is 
(Truth). Human Consciousness seems to be “trapped** 
upon the Plane Of Effects, meaning that humanity, as a 
whole, remains i gnorant of the underlying causes 
which they themselves set into motion and which lead to 
self-inflicted suffering in their lives. 


These 7 principles [the inner circles] are followed by an encapsulating 8th principle [the outer 
circle], forming 'the seed of life'. Compare with a plant seed, where the outer casing 
protects/contains/keeps intact the growing potential [inside] of the seed. 

Seeds grow and hence it's called the 'Generative principle [it's often left out and called 'the lost 
principle']. 
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This principle governs creation. It has to be present in order for change to occur; embodies the 
way causes bring about effects. It's 'care': what we give attention to / care about, manifests 
[distinguished from emotional bonding, compassion, love]. 

It can also be seen as Morpheus' 'splinter in your mind', as described elsewhere in the trilogy and 
is before/under the base of the Trivium. It's the heart that drives gathering knowledge, making 
informed decisions, acting in the material domain and thus creating reality [in the aggregate]. 


In New age circles this is frequently used to claim that no attention should be given to undesirable 
phenomena, since our attention would enhance these. As argued elsewhere in the book, this 
claim enhances ignorance and inaction [since not informing oneself constitutes not caring on how 
things work / knowledge of our predicament / unsustainable practices], rather than not-enhancing 
the undesirable phenomena [this could be seen as 'the law of attraction']. Laziness and cowardice 
anyone?

The “LOST” PRINCIPLE, is 

the dynamic of CARE . What we 
care about on a day-to-day basis 
acts as the driving force of our 
thoughts and actions.

Ownership consists of [1] rightful possession, [2] control of its usage, [3] responsibility. The importance of the idea of 
ownership and its constituent parts becomes clear when using the shortest statement possible for representing 
Natural law: 



What role does conscience play in arriving at this conclusion? Etymologically it means v to know together 7 . Together 
with care, this is a good start for the Trivium. Conscience coincides with common sense. Something all could agree 
upon, when functioning under circumstances sufficiently enabling access to one's real self to manifest [not warped by 
circumstances]. It's the objective difference between right & wrong, when using Natural law as a reference. 

Conscience has to be acted upon [through free will]; right action has to be chosen over wrong action, after having 
informed oneself regarding right & wrong in the perspective of Natural law. 

Conscience is closely related to morality, which is closely related to [the law of] freedom. To the extend truth and 
morality are present in the lives of members of a society, small groups seeking control over large groups fail. Moral 
relativism prevents freedom. 

Given my formal training as a lawyer, the following adds spice to the line of reasoning: A prime example of moral 
relativism is man-made laws.

Alienation presumes a true, real, fundamental, experience-able reality. This is something post 
modernism is loath of, since in that perspective everything is relative, just another story, 
interchangeably, a matter of culture, taste, coincidence. In arguments involving justifications for 
behavior not serving and even harming other sentient beings, this post modern perspective is 
often present. Openly when power relations permit, covertly when not. Postmodernists assume 
that all is relative etc, except their own perspective. A fine paradox. 


In 2005/6 I attended a DBA-class at the University of Humanistics in Utrecht. I was highly 
motivated and felt this was what I wanted to pursue. There were 4 weeks of classes spread out 
over the academic year. Every week I stayed at a youth hostel, some 1,5 hour bicycling and 
walking away, on the other side of a forest. I meditated, ate simply, traveled to and from in 
quietude.

On the Aqal model: it portrays any phenomenon [from quark to galaxy, from infatuation to 
cultural canon] as consisting of 4 aspects: individual-exterior, individual-interior, 
collective-interior, collective-exterior. 


Each phenomenon is a holon; is simultaneously a part of a larger whole and a whole for its 
constituent parts. Holons develop from a center outward. Wilber labels this development 'tetra 
enacting', which conveys that all 4 quadrants develop in sync, bringing each other forth. 

It would be an interesting endeavor for the Integral theory community to look at the phenomenon of small groups 
seeking control over large groups, how these small groups are able to warp tetra enacting-under Natural law, as well 
as why this subject is absent in their publications.

This means for now we can assume that there's something to be alienated from. What that is, is 
knowable, at least to an extent that serves the unfolding of consciousness; the Kosmos exploring 
itself.

For the upper left quadrant alienation would appear when the experience differs from its correlate 
in the upper right quadrant. 

For example: there's a dog barking outside [i, upper right, individual exterior world phenomenon], 
I experience a dog maltreated and frustrated [2, upper left, individual interior world experience], I 
interpret this experience through the culture I live in, which informs me that my interpretation is 
but one of many and if I was really bothered to call the animal police, mind my own business and 
assume that at worst it's the dogs fate to suffer [3, lower left, collective interior world experience], 

I check this interpretation with peers, experts, people who have gone through this cycle as well [4, 
lower right, collective exterior world phenomenon]. 

The alienation consists of the difference between a checked reality [4] and my own reality [2]. The 
check can be performed by self reflecting intelligence. Which can be situated in anyone, using the 
proper tools / methods. 

Continuing the example: the group of peers etc informs me that there are various ways of barking 
and that my experience could be in accordance with what really happened. They are looking at 
me from the outside, comparing it with their inside experience and perhaps with inter-subjective / 
objective information, gathered by the scientific method

This check gives rise to a form of alienation, to the extend I don't recognize the outcome of the 
check as coinciding with my internally experienced reality and experience that as a problem. 

Another form of alienation can occur when I view myself through the eyes of others and see that 
as legitimate and important in the sense that I should conform, but experience myself differently 
In the example, this would be that society tells me that any barking dog should be ignored, since 
it's of a species of a lesser sort than humans. 

The barking dog can be substituted with anything. One of these phenomena it can be replaced 
with is the fact that very few manifestly seem to know or care about pressing systemic issues. 
This is as threatening to our individual and common thriving and unfolding as it is unknown.

There are schools of thought that see people as a societal construct, with no individual 
component whatsoever. To the extent this is true, the adapted man [to society / the collective] is 
the norm. See also ZLe Bon 'The crowd' and Z_Rand 'The virtue of selfishness' 
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Given the idea that man does experience an internal life and to the extend one adapts ulterior 
norms, one can be labeled as a 'Zombie' [a living dead], experiencing Thanatos / Necrophilia. The 
latter term as used by Fromm, by which he meant the attitude to turn that what is alive into that 
which is dead. 


In the 1960s Erich Fromm began to explore a further fundamental orientation present in western societies - a 
fascination with death and things (objects). This theme first appeared in The Heart of Man (1964) and grew into 
full realization in The Anatomy of Human Destructiveness (1973). As before, Fromm believed that the central 
driving force was the desire to make up for a lack of authentic being and selfhood. Funk (1999) describes this 
thus, 'One escape route from this malaise encountered ever more often is to identify with the lifeless, to find 
attraction in each and every thing as long as it is reified and devoid of life (or else can be reduced to this 
condition) 7 . To describe this orientation toward, or love of, death Erich Fromm used the notion of necrophilia. 
He was concerned to go beyond the popular usage of the term (to refer to sexual contact with the dead; and/or 
the desire to be near to corpses), and to look to necrophilia as a character-rooted passion - the passion to 
transform that which alive into something unalive (Fromm 1973: 332). Classically he set this passion to 'tear 
apart living structures 7 within a proper social and political context. 'With the increasing production and division 
of labour, the formation of a large surplus, and the building of states with hierarchies and elites 7 , he wrote, 
'large-scale human destructiveness and cruelty came into existence and grew as civilization and the role of 
power grew 7 (Fromm 1973: 435). 


The French Plan XVII proposed to stop an anticipated German attack into eastern 
France from Lorraine by an assault of two enlarged French armies on its center, thus 
driving victoriously into southern Germany whose Catholic and separatist peoples were 
not expected to rally with much enthusiasm to the Protestant, centralist cause of a 
Prussianized German Empire. While this was taking place, a force of 8G0,(XX) Russians 
was to invade East Prussia, and 150,000 British were to bolster the French left w ing near 
Belgium. 

The execution of these plans did not completely fulfill the expectations of their 
supporters. The French moved 3,781,(XX) men in 7,000 trains in 16 days (August 2-18), 
opening their attack on Ijorraine on 29 August 14th. By August 2(Xh they were shattered, 
and by August 25th. after eleven days of combat, had suffered 300.000 casualties. This 
was almost 25 percent of the number of men engaged, and represented the most rapid 
w astage of the w ar. 

In the meantime the Germans in 7 days (August 6-12) transported 1.500,000 men 
aca>ss the Rhine at the rate of 550 trains a day. These men formed 70 divisions divided 
into 7 armies and forming a vast arc from northwest to southeast. Within this arc were 49 
French divisions organized in 5 armies and the British Expeditionary Force (B.E.F.) of 4 
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barrage, and lost 400,000 men in the ensuing infantry assault. In the German attack of 
March 1918, 62 divisions with 4.500 heavy guns and 1.000 planes were hurled on a front 
only 45 miles w ide. On all fronts in the whole war almost 13,000.000 men in the various 
armed forces died from wounds and disease. It has been estimated by the Carnegie 
Endow ment for International Peace that the w ar destroyed over $400,000,000,000 of 
property at a time w hen the value of every object in France and Belgium w as not worth 
over S75,000,000,000.

To Have or To Be (1976) was Erich Fromm's last major work. In it he argues that two ways of existence were 
competing for v the spirit of mankind 7 - having and being. The having mode looks to things and material 
possessions and is based on aggression and greed. The being mode is rooted in love and is concerned with 
shared experience and productive activity. The dominance of the having mode (as he argued in The Anatomy of 
Human Destructiveness) was bringing the world to the edge of disaster (ecological, social and psychological). 
Erich Fromm argued that only a fundamental change in human character 'from a preponderance of the having 
mode to a preponderance of the being mode of existence can save us from a psychological and economic 
catastrophe 7 (1976:165) and set out some ways forward. For added perspective, see Z_WWi hidden history

By seeing life on Earth [and elsewhere] as a developmental in nature, many aspects of life 
become insightful. In looking at dynamics in worldly events, stages of development in people and 
groups explain many situations well. Much better than differences between countries, religions, 
incomes, jobs, sexes, IQ etcetera. 


Developmental stages concern all aspects of a being, human and otherwise. Examples: physical, 
emotional, relational, affective, spiritual, orientational, creative, values, moral and intellectual. 



Ken Wilber has written extensively on the developmental nature of life. 


Wilber places all aspects on 'lines of development'. Lines contain levels of development, which are 
more or less stable, which are labeled 'stages'. Temporary levels are labeled 'states'. 

Also there are 'types', which give color to development, such as introvert, masculine, 
psychopathic, playing out themes from previous lives. 

Everything described above are qualities of 'Holons'. This is a term first used by Smuts, 
mainstreamed by Koestlerand used by Wilber in his Integral theory. It's a label for the idea that 
everything is simultaneously a whole [from the perspective of its constituting parts], and a part 
[from the perspective of the whole it is a part of]. 


On every line there's a tendency to not use opportunities for further development. The current 
known situation, however sub-optimal, is considered more valuable than next developmental 
stages, due to inherent uncertainty issues. Through processes such as rationalization, denial, 
suppression and BS this situation can be sold to oneself and others.

Others will affirm these narratives, to the extent they are in a sort like situation and/or want 
something from you. These tendencies are known by parties seeking control and are used in a 
pursuit of these parties' agendas. Together with more explicit destructive and oppressive forces, 
these can also be labeled as 'Death drive' and 'Thanatos'. 
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Interior 
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Confusion often occurs when a state is taken for a stage. A state easily occurs under supportive 
circumstances. Overtime and/or under less supportive circumstances, the stage- or state like 
quality on the line of development will manifest. To the extent issues belonging to previous 
stages on one or more lines of development are not resolved, these will manifest later on in 
warped ways. 


Example is the guru who has not brought his sexual development to a higher stage. He will be 
prey to warped, inappropriate sexual stimuli. He will probably rationalize and/or hide flogging 
himself, or giving in to them. Thereby compromising the -perception of- higher stage he has 
reached on the spiritual line of development. 


Evolution is enhanced when a stage is not able to offer ways of feeling, knowing, willing and 
acting in relationship with the challenges at hand. Then a pressure emerges to find ways of 
feeling, knowing, willing and acting that can meet these challenges. This can be seen as the 
default way of development. What is sometimes called 'the royal way', where one pro actively 
acts upon higher insights before external circumstances generate pressure for change, is the road 
less traveled. It's also labeled as 'Life force' and 'Eros'. 


Another aspect is the importance combining vertical ['transformation'] and horizontal 
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['translation'] dimensions of the evolutionary process.

In these videos Ken talks about the distinction between vertical transformation and horizontal translation. For 
every major transformation we experience (such as from magic to mythic to rational to post-modern to 
integral), we must then translate the world according to the views of our new level. While it’s a good idea to 
engage in transformative practices that help us move vertically through the stages of development, at some 
point we also need to simply stop and live, to be happy and healthy at whatever level we find ourselves. 



The default in decision making processes is a continuation of the application of same level 
approaches, whilst expecting different results. This coincides with a definition of insanity. 


Someone who has developed further on some line of development can recognize, understand and 
sympathize with a previous stage he has passed through and sees in others. Inversely this is 
significantly more difficult, for the higher stage has not been experienced yet. To the extend the 
lower stage holder is open, willing, daring and sourced to develop, this can result in a pull by the 
higher level. 

An empowering version is a master-apprentice relationship. Idolatry is a dependency creating 
version. 

What stage someone has arrived at on a line of development that resides in a being, or if it's a 
state or a stage, cannot be determined by most others. Reason is that development unfolds in 
irregular ways. Up and down, sometimes slow, sometimes fast, sometimes seemingly 
autonomous, sometimes seemingly dependent on developmental movement on other lines 
and/or the external world, etc. 

The concept of 'being in a higher stage' on a line of development is often experienced as 
problematic. It evokes associations with oppressive pyramidal social arrangements. 

Being on a higher stage on the developmental line of math or winning triathlons is ok. Being on a 
higher stage on lines of development that are tied in with one's identity is difficult. 
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Examples are being a good parent, speaking truth to power, being emphatic among ones loved 
ones, knowing how the world works. Reason is that the society one is a member of values these 
lines, or at least formally and subtly suggests so. Not meeting the formally suggested higher 
standards evokes feelings of inferiority on these lines. To which we would rather not be reminded. 
Hence a tendency to bash holders of -potentially- higher stages; what Wilber labels 'the Mean 
Green Meme'. 


'Culture' can be seen as a tool in discouraging members to realize theirfull potential. The more so, 
since culture [in the sense of what's done and what not] can b e is manipulated / controlled by 
parties with access to education, politics and the media.

When using as a working hypothesis that there are parties that -seek to- benefit from the loyalty 
and toil of members of a large group, the following offers a situating narrative of our common 
evolution. 

In earlier times large groups were vassals belonging to a king, or slaves belonging to a dictator. 
When that model of control became untenable / better educated serfs were needed, the nation 
state was introduced. Ways to control large groups evolved from externally inflicted, coarse, 
direct and physical, towards internalized, refined, indirect, secret and psychological. Currently, 
democracy is the tool of choice of control, where the consent of large groups is manufactured. 
Group formation as such [in the forms such as of entertainment-type gatherings, political, topical, 
urban living] is stimulated for sort like reasons. On the horizon a police state is emerging, which 
will materialize when members of the large groups control is sought over do not evolve towards a 
next stage on their spiritual line of development. See also Z_Rose 'The most dangerous 
superstition', Z_Wood Technocracy rising’_slide show summary and the chapter labeled 'Police 
state'. 

When mixing in another dimension of our common evolution, things get interesting: in the areas 
rich in gold of South Africa there are millions of stone structures, built between 160- and 200.000 
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BC. Officially these are held to be cattle confinements ['kraals'], although they lack entrances and 
are connected by roads. Also GPS-readings vary significantly in- and outside them and were the 
inhabitants of South Africa supposed to have migrated as hunter gatherers from the North, with 
numbers not reaching millions. 



Aligned with this in what looks like a global grid of large structures, which are found in Gizeh 
[Egypt], Puma Punku [Bolivia] and Ankor Wat [Cambodia], which share important characteristics. 
For example how the stars aligned 10.500 years ago and how the axis of Earth describes a 26.000 
year wobble. These structures were built with technology, including performing measurements, 
unmatched today. 

We now have some challenging data to incorporate in evolutionary ways of constructing history. 
Where are these challenges visible in official narratives of where we come from, who we are and 
where we are / could be heading? [see also Z_The art of jumping time lines] 


More precisely: who writes history books, who determines what science researches, what gets 
published, what gets its way to mainstream media? To a large extent: philanthropic foundations. 
Officially, these foundations are vehicles of rich families to support science and related public 
goods [see also Z_Wormser 'Foundations_their power and influence' and Z_Sea people]. 

To a large extent this resembles how laws are prepared, which is sketched in the chapter on 
banks.

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A continuation of our working hypothesis: what if these families coincide with parties seeking 
control? Could they have an interest in not funding research, publication and communication of 
these [and related] findings? Is there a common interest with these families and could they 
successfully pursue this interest? 


When looking at official narratives, -not surprisingly- there is little or no reason to pursue such 
lines of thinking. When looking at narratives that offer more dot connecting, answers fall in one's 
lap. After which one runs the serious risk of being ostracized by and from the community that has 
fed and protected one. Since that community is fed and protected by larger communities that are 
fed and protected by what in the end are., you guessed it. 

Or could have, were it not for a cultural wide canon of what is true, honorable, sensible, profitable, 
moral, worth delving into, worth taking risks for, changeable, communicable. 

A problematization of the canon was the core issue I wanted to write my PhD on, with known 
outcome. 

Just for the fun of it: what would happen if an independently funded scientific report, written by 
courageous and able researchers were given access to prime time TV and newspapers? They 
would have to research how the families of Astor, Bundy, Collins, Disney, Dupont, Freeman, 
Kennedy, Krupp, Li, McDonald, Morgan, Onassis, Reynolds, Rockefeller, Rothschild, Russell and 
Van Duyn got their fortunes. How they invest it, what they control, who they associate with 
frequently and why.

Greed comes from a sense of lack. Which stems from the -fundamentally illusory nature of the- 
division between subject and object [see chapter labeled 'Divide subject and object']. This sense 
of lack implies [1] ultimately there's a separate ego and [2] there's not enough to go around of 
what's essential for the well being of that ego. In this perspective, one had better to ward for 
oneself, since other people have the same attitude and will cut you off from essentials when they 
stand to benefit from that. Trusting anyone beyond one's circle of intimates is naive. 


It comes in many flavors 



Here is the definition of greed: 
The Koch brothers - worth $85 
billion - now want the Republican 
candidates they funded to 
cut Social Security, Medicare, 
Medicaid and nutrition programs. 



An interesting question is when a desire for unfolding, development, liberation, ascension can be 
properly be labeled greed. When I see I can earn money with work I could also do without a fee, I 
feel better with a fee offered to the extend the work is less attractive to perform. 

Some years ago I was asked to give a speech during the European introduction of the Opel 
Ampera [= Chevy Volt]. I showed an outline of the speech to the organizers and everything 
seemed peachy. I was scheduled for three speeches that day. Before me the CEO of Opel Europe 
gave his speech, which sounded like a folder read aloud. Clearly visible behind [and outside] the 
speaker was the car, where invitees were entering and leaving the car as test rounds were 
performed around the premises. 

When it was my turn I saw listeners looking beyond me, to the business involving the car. What I 
said boiled down to the perspective that the car was a crappy product, but well usable in Opel's 
[GM's, really] dedication to a more sustainable planet, as advertised by this car. 
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Immediately after the first speech I was called to the organizing team. They were horrified with 
what was said, since this was obnoxious and alienating to their prospects and network in general. 

I was dismissed and bicycled to my train home. After some going forth and back the Speakers 
academy and Opel settled for Vi the fee. Which meant I earned 7500 euro per hour that day [for 
just 20 minutes, but still]. I felt very happy. 

Was I greedy, should I have given a part of this excessive fee to charity, how did it change my 
standards regarding what was a reasonable fee? Fortunately it was my last paid speech, so the 
dilemmas were solved by circumstance. 


Since I experience a more detached attitude to all kinds of phenomena when I wear a bow tie, 
have shaved and some more money in the bank, interact with people who score higher on lines of 
development I value [as well as to some extend social class], I am grateful for not having run an 
additional risk of having acquired an attitude. For I'm not sure about how much of a straight 
shooter I would have developed into.

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Which leads to a question of to what extent someone can properly be labeled greedy. To what 
extent would anyone in a comparable situation be tempted to develop that attitude. Aren't we all 
greedy? 

It is easy to define necessary in terms or an unquestionable physio¬ 
logical need, as, for instance, warding off starvation. If a man steals or 
robs because he and his family do not have even the minimal amount 
of food they need, the aggression is clearly an act motivated by physio¬ 
logical necessity. The same would hold true for a primitive tribe on the 
verge of starvation which attacks another tribe that is better off. But 
these clear-cut examples of necessity are relatively rare today. Other, 
more complicated cases are much more frequent. The leaders of a 
nation realize that their economic situation will be seriously endangered 
in the long run unless they can conquer territory having the raw materi¬ 
als they need, or unless they defeat a competing nation. Although fre¬ 
quently such reasons are merely an ideological cover for the desire for 
increasing power or the personal ambition of the leaders, there are wars 
which do respond to a historical necessity, at least in a broad, relative 
sense. 

But what is desirable? In a narrow sense of the word one could 
answer: The desirable is what is necessary. In this instance “desirable** is 
based on the objective situation. More frequently, however, desirable is 
defined as that which is desired. If we use the term in this sense, the 
problem of instrumental aggression assumes another aspect, and in fact 
the most important one in the motivation of aggression. The truth is 
that people desire not only what is necessary in order to survive, not 
only that which provides the material basis for a good life: most people 
in 'xir culture—and in similar periods of history—are greedy: greedy for 
more food, drink, sex, possessions, power, and fame. Their greed may 
refer more to one than to another of these objects; what all people have 
in common is that they arc insatiable and hence never satisfied. Cireed 
is one of the strongest noninstinctive passions in man, and it is clearly 
a symptom of psychical dysfunctioning, of inner emptiness and a lack 
of a center within oneself. It is a pathological manifestation of the failure 
to develop fully, as well as one of the fundamental sins in Buddhist, 

Jewish, and Christian ethics. 44884/Z_Fromm ’Anatomy of human destructiveness’. 
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In our culture greed is greatly reinforced by all those measures that 
tend to transform everybody into a consumer. Of course the greedy 
person does not need to be aggressive, provided he has enough money 
to buy what he desires. But the greedy person who does not have the 
necessary means must attack if he wants to satisfy his desires. The most 
drastic example of this is the drug addict who is possessed by his greed 
for the drug (although in his case increasingly reinforced by physiologi¬ 
cal sources). The many who do not have the money to buy drugs, rob, 
assault, or even kill in order to get the necessary means. Destructive as 
their behavior is, their aggression is instrumental and not their goal. On 
a historical scale greed is one of the most frequent causes of aggression 
and is probably as strong a motive for instrumental aggression as the 
desire for what is objectively necessary. 

The understanding of greed is obscured by its identification with 
self-interest. The latter is a normal expression of a biologically given 
drive, that for self-preservation, the aim of which is to obtain what is 
necessary for the preservation of life or of a customary, traditional 
standard of living. As Max Weber, Tawncy, von Brentano, Sombart, and 
others have shown, man in the Middle Ages was motivated by the desire 
to preserve his traditional standard of living, whether as a peasant or as 
an artisan. T"hc demands of the revolutionary peasants in the sixteenth 
century were not to have what the artisans in the cities had, nor did the 
artisans strive for the wealth of a feudal baron or a rich merchant. Even 
as late as the eighteenth century we find laws that forbid a merchant to 
try to take customers away from a competitor by making his own store 
look more attractive or by praising his wares to the disadvantage of 
those of another merchant. Only with the full development of capitalism 
—as earlier, in comparable societies like that of the Roman Empire— 
did greed become a key motive for an ever-increasing number of citi¬ 
zens. However, greed, perhaps because of a still-lingering religious 
tradition, is a motive to which hardly anyone dares to confess. The 
dilemma was solved by rationalizing greed as self-interest. The logic 
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Is it even considered desirable to develop qualities like that? This is strongly facilitated when 
greed is replaced by labels such as properly earned, conform market conditions, required for 
achieving important goals, etc. The subjects alienation, BS, cognitive dissonance and perhaps 
willful ignorance tie in here. 

Recently the inverse happened with me: an intensely prepared high profile project was sunk by a 
greed torpedo, fired by the project leader 
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The consequences of greed have been becoming increasingly visible in the public domain since 
some decades. A loosening of the rules of state oversight on trading by banks and related, added 
to a lack of enforcement of the applicable rules in the '8o's, allowed greed to go ballistic. 

In 1987 Oliver Stone made the movie 'Wall street', in which he displayed a critical point of view. 
The main character most famous line was 'greed is good', which was meant as a critique of affairs 
at Wall street. Afterwards he was approached by upcoming financial talent, who saw the main 
character as a role model and saw 'greed is good' as an appropriate credo. 
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In 2013 Martin Scorsese made the movie 'The wolf of Wall street', in which he displayed the 
lustfulness of living a money burning lifestyle. Which reminded me of the conversation with a 
personal butler of some very rich people some years ago. What was a constant fascination of the 
butler, was the cycle of indulging in whims, getting bored, seeking new thrills / indulging in new 
whims, getting bored, etc. 

The faculty of choice was guided/constituted by superficial, mentally ill like motives [his words]. 
The faculties of reflection, delay of gratification or projection of trends/long term imagination 
were by and large absent. 

When coupled with the requirement of psychopathy / sociopathy to arrive at stations where these 
phenomena are visible, this enhances emerging images of where we're at and heading.

For people who have inherited their riches and are raised in a culture of using it with a broader 
agenda than direct short term personal gratification, a different dynamic will apply.

Various documentaries have been made on Wall street; for many being the epitome of greed. 
They all show the dark sides of institutionalized greed, without showing deeper layers / 
underlying drivers. Which raises questions as to why this is so. 
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Exploring ideas of Tawney and Weber, some more clues can be found [see Z_Tawney 'Religion 
and the rise of capitalism' and Z_Weber 'The protestant ethic and the spirit of capitalism 1 ]. 

In 1536 Calvin published a systematic vision of how he experienced his Protestant beliefs. This 
turned out to be an idea whose time had come, since after its publication the Reformation was 
born.

There are some stubborn stories as that Calvin was a Crypto jew, on a mission to split and thus 
dis-empowerthe Christian religion. 

Some see it as a conscious effort to steer society in the direction of a behavioristic, exteriors-only, 
alienated way, enabling a small group to roll out a Transhumanism agenda, in orderto get control 
over large groups.

In the Middle ages [before the Reformation] society was built along lines of a family structure, 
sanctioned by the church and learned men. Individual property was justified on grounds of 
experience and expediency. It was checked against the interests of the community as well as to 
charity. Most people on the in landmass now called Europe had to work 15 weeks per yearto feed 
and house the family. Usury was sinful. Then things changed; see Z_Bolton The banking 

swindle'_review 


Some distinguish between usury and interest. The former being sinful, since abusing ones lesser positioned 
fellow men. The latter being ok, since representing a reasonable compensation for the risk taken in lending out 
money. 

Calvin set the mark at 5% interest for those who could pay this and 0 % for those who couldn't. Before him, 
Moses, Jesus, Plato, Aristotle, Aquinas, Cato, Cicero, Muhammad, Buddha also opposed interest. In Islam this 
is still the case. In Judaism interest of forbidden within members of the faith, but ok when dealing with people 
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outside of the faith. 

For long, Jews were often denied access to memberships of guilds, the church and most professions. Which led 
them to less popular [and for Christians sinful] ways to make a living, such as money lending. 

This went sour in England in 1275, when usury was equaled with blasphemy and all Jews were given the choice 
to convert to Christianity or leave England with what they could carry. Other kings in Europe followed this 
example. In 1657 they were allowed in England again, when they would help finance it. 

'Opportunity cost 7 [losses due to missed business opportunities] was a form of interest that was appreciated by 
some scholarly thinkers, but not by the Roman Catholic church. 


'Debt slavery 7 can be seen as a form of usury and arises when a loan can 7 t be repaid and the debtor effectively 


becomes slave to his creditor. A situation many contemporary owners of expensive consumer goods are in.

The example of buying a house through a mortgage is illustrative: $50ok of the sweat of one's brow buys $5ok 
worth of materials and services. Reasons are: [1] the interest implicit in all building activities amounts to 
approx. 40%, [2] after 30 years 150% of the original purchasing price of 200k has to be paid on top of that price. 















After the Reformation the basic attitude regarding usury and interest hadn't been changed by the 
Reformation as such. What changed were the manufacturing and trading aspects of societies. 
These changed and grew significantly, altering the religious aspects of society [this is one of 
Tawney's key theses: economic life guided religious life]. 

Economic life became more individualistic, which was reflected in a more individual religious 
outlook of Puritanism. Early Puritans were mostly economic middle class men: tradesmen, 
guilds-men, manufacturers, yeomen. They steered away from a community-centered perspective 
towards an individualistic one. The required qualities, as part of the Puritan ideal, enabled them to 
be successful in business. A sharp line was drawn between ethical and economic interests. 

Success, failure, pleasure or pain on Earth [being not in God's kingdom] was irrelevant, as long as 
what was done was done for the greater glory of God. Having success was God's blessing for one's 
work [however caustic for the community]. Being rational and methodological generated success 
and became the desired modus operandi of economic aspects of society, with spillovers into 
other aspects. 

Religion had disappeared from the economic domain, which by then got dominated by relentless 
competition. This competition became visible as a sheer exclusive focus on hard work and profit 
making, which equaled worshiping God. This new world view was untied to membership of social 
groups, or other worldviews. It had a great convincing, as well as inspirational power. 

The ascetic Protestants [Calvinists, Pietists, Methodists, Baptists] were the strongest drivers 
behind this. Unlike Lutherans they had a rational and methodological approach in serving God on 
Earth making them not loyal to worldly powers, if these powers were not behaving in line with 
God's word. Rational capitalism became the dominant factor in shaping societies in the Western 
world. And through the expansionist behavior of the Western world it was exported globally. See 
also the chapter labeled 'what is the role of corporations in particular'. 

An important reason the above sketched development became so dominant, is that it was timely 
suited to various revolutions in the regions it manifested [Switzerland, Netherlands, England]: the 
agrarian, industrial, military, social, economical, political, philosophical. 

Other methodological and ascetic religions in other regions [such as Confucianism, Shintoism, 
Jainism] weren't paired with these revolutions and weren't equipped to spread out in sort like 
ways. 
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Japan under Yamagata at the end of the 19th - beginning of the 20th century was well underway 
to become a serious rival for Western expansionism, but was checked by American industrial 
output, visible in naval power and the first example of shock and awe, the A bomb [if this existed 
at all; instead a firestorm might have been created]. American foreknowledge of the attack on 
Pearl harbor becomes extra interesting in this perspective [see 'Z_Pearl harbor', as well as a quote 
by Quigley in the chapter on BS], 


When institutionalized, as sketched above, 'greed' is internalized and disappears from the public 
debate. Only when it gets baroque-ish forms, such as described at the beginning of the chapter, it 
re-emerges in that debate. See also chapter labeled 'require psychopathy for higher management 
positions'.

In many ways we all embody greed and only by 
finding out its intricate workings within can we see a significant, if any, change in the outside 
world. 

'Greed' develops into a lust for power, into a control over large groups, into abuse of that control. 
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Can we turn to authority in order to SOS?

so on. And in every case the people end up disappointed, because the “authority” always 


changes the plan in order to serve the interests of the people in power. Once a set of rulers 
are “in charge,” what the masses had intended for them to do with their power does not 
matter. This fact has been demonstrated by every “government” in history. Once the 
people create a master, tie people, by definition, are no longer in charge. 

To expect otherwise, even without all of the historical examples, is absurd. To expert the 
master to serve the slave - to expect power to be used solely for the benefit of the one 
being controlled , not the one in control - is ridiculous. What makes it even more insane is 
that statists claim that appointing rulers is the only way to overcome the imperfections 
and untrustworthiness of man. Statists look out at a world full of strangers who have 
questionable motives and dubious morality, and they are afraid of what some of those 
people might do. That, in and of itself, is a perfectly reasonable concern. But then, as 
protection against what some of those people might do, the statists advocate giving some 
of those same people of questionable virtue a huge amount of power, and societal 
permission to rule over everyone else, in the vain hope that, by some miracle, those 
people will happen to decide to use their newfound power only for good. In other words, 
the statist looks at his fellow man and thinks, “I do not trust you to be my neighbor, but I 
do trust you to be my master.” 


Bizarrely, almost every statist admits that politicians are more dishonest, corrupt, 
conniving and selfish than most people, but still insists that civilization can exist only if 
those particularly untrustworthy people are given both the power and the right to forcibly 
control everyone else. Believers in “government” truly believe that the only thing that can 
keep them safe from the flaws of human nature is taking some of those flawed humans - 
some of the most flawed, in fact - and appointing them as gods, with the right to 
dominate all of mankind, in the absurd hope that, if given such tremendous power, such 
people will use it only for good. And the fact that that has never happened in the history 
of the world does not stop statists from insisting that it “needs” to happen to ensure 
peaceful civilization. 


If it is bad for you to do something, then it is bad for those in “government” to do it. And 
if the same morality that applies to you also applies to those in “govemment”if those in 
“public office” have the same rights that you do, and no more - then “government” 
ceases to be government. If judged by the same standards as other mortals are judged, 
those wearing the label of “government” are nothing but a gang of thugs, terrorists, 
thieves and murderers, and their actions lack any legitimacy, any validity, any 
“authority ” They are nothing but a band of crooks w ho insist that various documents and 
rituals have given them the right to be crooks. Sadly, even most of their victims believe 
them.

This is to a large extent due to the prevalence of human made laws and moral relativism that 
conveniently excuses us from doing anything, except complaining and offering piecemeal visions 
and actions.

References to Natural law are absent in the public domain. The best approximation of Natural law 
comes from 'New Age'. Unfortunately this line of thinking is compromised. One of its central 
tenets is everything should be welcomed; no judgment, no differentiation, no dualism. It's all just 
an experience. This could be seen as the sacred feminine. Following from that is that anything 
negative should not be given attention, since this would feed that what is being perceived. 

The argument often is: Quantum mechanics informs us that the observer determines waves of 
probability to collapse by an act of perception. Not perceiving [the probability wave of] a negative 
aka immoral phenomenon will not manifest it, or will make it disappear from reality as we 
experience it. 

This would mean that when 11 dogs attack a child, looking away would save the child. Or that 
ignoring the making of laws that will lead to mandatory injection of all people with RFID chips and 
thus controlling every aspect of their lives, will give the lawmakers a different mindset. So that 
they will make other laws, enabling people to be free, productive, healthy and follow their own 
paths of unfolding. 

Could it be that by ignoring negative phenomena [stifling one's unfolding], ignorance is fed, in its 
turn feeding manipulativity of the ignorant? What role would cowardice play in ignoring negative 
phenomena? 

These questions lead toward the sacred masculine; the action, outward bound, intellectual, left 
brain, NO saying aspects of our lives. This is fundamentally lacking in the New Age perspective. 

An additional interesting question is why this is so, for it is not inherent in spiritual outlooks New

Thinking on what constitutes essentials and non-essentials in everyday life to a large extend is 
marginalized into the domain of -ever relative- opinions, which are fine for home use, but are not 
to be taken as leading in any serious debate. Taking this as an a priori, any ambition to seek Truth, 
Beauty and Good is stifled. 

This allows those who do understand the dynamics of creating / steering / controlling reality to 
subtly / covertly seed notions of what they would like large groups control is sought over 
subconsciously to assume as essential. Notions such as obey your government [with a monopoly 
on violence and a track record of abuse of that monopoly], as well as highly valued statements by 
big corporations, big media, academia, health-, legal- and educational institutions etc. 

The generative principle informs us that only when we can imagine it, it can become reality. 
Knowledge of this principle, combined with a desire for controlling large groups, would explain 
why ignorance regarding essentials is default. To the extent we have a focus on everything except 
essentials, we create our own prison. A prison controlled and shaped by and benefiting those 
parties that do know what's essential, but through free will and hubris warp this knowledge into 
service to self, rather than service to Self. 

People organizing themselves to stay free can do so, but are outnumbered on a tilted table and 
are no serious force able to regain self determination in domains that most would recognize as 
essential when allowing oneself to reflect.

I seem to be a brief light that flashes but once in all the aeons of time—a 
rare, complicated, and all-too-delicate organism on the fringe of biological evolution, where the wave of life bursts 
into individual, sparkling, and multicolored drops that gleam for a moment only to vanish forever. 



Under such conditioning it seems impossible and even absurd to realize that myself does not reside in the drop alone, 
but in the whole surge of energy which ranges from the galaxies to the nuclear fields in my body. At this level of 
existence "I" am immeasurably old; my forms are infinite and their comings and goings are simply the pulses or 
vibrations of a single and eternal flow of energy." 

Experiencing both perspectives [what was labeled as 'essentials' and the 'Hintergedanke'] 
simultaneously, or quickly alternating, is something the intellectual mindset has great difficulties 
with. 

To the extent it does accomplish this, it becomes a Zorba the Buddha and a warrior monk. Fully 
human, fully aware of the essentials, choosing the upliftment of all sentient life, whilst knowing 
it's just a ride. 

Fearless, Teflon coated re frustrations, inevitably connecting, realizing its unity with all there is.

V 1.1.8 Allow cognitive dissonance to warp their perception 


We experience cognitive dissonance when [1] we have a idea on a subject, in which we have, 
knowingly or not, invested emotionally and [2] encounter serious dissenting information. 

"Beliefs do not occur individually or in a vacuum. They are related to one another in a tightly interlocking system that 
creates the brain's fundamental view of the nature of the world. It is this system that the brain relies on in order to 
experience consistency, control, cohesion, and safety in the world. It must maintain this system intact in order to feel 
that survival is being successfully accomplished....Trying to change any belief, no matter how small or silly it may 
seem, can produce ripple effects through the entire system and ultimately threaten the brain's experience of 
survival." 


What helps in rejecting information are so called 'keyword shutdowns'. 

Examples are [denying of] Holocaust, [detrimental role in worldly events of] Jews, governments 
hurting its own people, [denial of] consumer society/industry/Co2 induced global warming, crop 
circles and UFO's, state and church connected pedophilia networks, geo engineering, Agenda 21, 
30 and of course conspiracy theories and theorists. 

When such a term is read or heard, a spontaneous blocking out response ensues. 

I've seen that happening quite often when mentioning one of these terms. What ensues is 
yawning, glazing over, a more or less spontaneous awareness of more pressing issues to pursue 
[running chores, appointment to keep, etc], broad accommodating friendly terms, suggesting a 
basic understanding ['whoa, some can of worms', 'don't you get tired of all this?', 'I choose not to 
look, for it would make me depressed and therefor a part of the problem'] 



The example of 911 is often used: fresh Cessna pilots with box cutters collapsing 2- 3 steel framed 
towers at free fall speed with 2 airliners, punching a Cessna size hole 1 meter above ground level 
of an empty wing of the Pentagon with a 3rd airliner and using a 4th airlinerto create a hole in a 
meadow, without remaining parts, people or luggage in the latter 2 cases.

Pilots, Doctors & Scientists Tell Truth about Chemtrails [Excerptsi 


July 30, 2014 

Dear Rep. Fleischmann, 

This morning the U.S. government intervened in one more area of public life in which it has neither competence nor 
authority. And that is the great marketplace of the skies over Chattanooga and Hamilton County where sunlight, wind 
and moisture consort. 

Planes of unknown origin flew over the city all day, depositing white trails that curled into stringy masses of cloud and 
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great banks of mist. At least three of the aircraft could not be tracked by Flightradar24.com, hinting they are not 
subject to ordinary rules. The haze that regularly hangs over the city was intensified. It's been a bad month. Jet 
overflights created muzzy skies July 1-5, 9, io, 13,15,17, 21, 22, 25, 26 and today. The smokepot city of the 1960s is the 
yellow hazepot of the 2010s, thanks to this intervention.

You suppose that these sky stripes are mere water vapor condensate known as contrails, which is short for 
“condensation trails." But jet engine design, modified by military interest in near-invisible flying, has gone well past the 
point in which engines leave contrails. 

The sky stripes over Chattanooga are part of stratospheric aerosol geoengineering, a weather intervention visible in 
everyone's eyesight but unnoticed because it operates behind the veil of national security and compelling state 
interest. 

As I live in your district, you represent me to the federal government. That also means you represent the federal 
government to me, and are its political agent. I am writing you about my anxieties over airborne toxic metals and the 
prospect of neurological maladies among innocent members of the public. My plea has three parts. 

— Please notify the Department of Defense that a voter in your district is concerned about stratospheric aerosol 
geoengineering, which lays aluminum, strontium, barium and a cocktail of other ingredients in the air. Local air 
pollution control bureau data confirm these elements are continually in the air we breathe. Please ask DOD to stop 
depositing these materials in our air. 

— Please notify the Environmental Protection Agency that it needs to direct Bob Colby, the director of the 
Chattanooga/Hamilton County Air Pollution Control Bureau to set in motion a health standard on limits of aluminum, 
strontium and barium. Mr. Colby records these toxic ingredients and happily produced printouts for me of their levels. 
But he is forbidden to take any interest in them as a matter of public health. He needs to be given authority to declare 
the skystriping program a threat to the health of local people, and to have standing to sue for its cessation. 

— I request that you demand from these agencies and others working in league with them that they abate this public 
nuisance. 

The following I offer by way of evidence. 

(1) An explosion in neurological disorders, including Alzheimer's among the elderly, and autism among the 
young. The causes of these conditions, no doubt, are several. But contributing to them in some degree is stratospheric 
aerosol geoengineering, with its nanoparticulate aluminum deposits that drift to the ground if not inhaled first or 
deposited onto vegetables growing in fields of local farms. These airborne efforts have stepped up markedly since a 
declaration of war was issued against so-called global warming. 

(2) Regulatory programs on the ground make skyborne pollution inconceivable to an unsuspecting public. 

Successive EPA crackdowns on pollution sources give the impression that the U.S. government is concerned about 
pollution, especially in terms of global warming for which it blames industry, highway traffic and human life itself. 
However, the dispersal of CO2 and particulate metal in the upper atmosphere is a chief contributor to global warming, 
according to Dane Wigington of Redding, Calif., lead researcher at geoengineeringwatch.org. It's as if the harshness of 
the U.S. regulatory apparatus on the ground is justified by a secret program above the cumulus far worse than any TVA 
smokestack. 

(3) Bizarre weather patterns. The advent of “global warming-induced" bad weather indicates that stratospheric 
aerosol geoengineering is measurable by means other than tonnage dispersed by jets with FOIA-invulnerable 
manifests. NOAA satellite imagery of the West Coast shows regular jet trail intervention over vast swaths of the Pacific 
Ocean that have altered normal hydrological cycles. California's drought is three years in the making; the American 
West is melting. Tennessee and the East are subject to abnormal cold temperatures. Today the morning temps in 
Soddy-Daisy were in the 60s. On March 25 a bizarre snowstorm hit downtown Chattanooga, a day after heavy sky 
hacking, I reported. Even though academic literature suggests stratospheric aerosol geoengineering is untested 
theory, evidence of sense and sight and in weather data tell of an active program with damage outside any calculation. 
Forest die-offs, numerous inexplicable fish kills, bee colony die-offs, hailstones the size of half-cantaloupes, hailstorms 
whose leavings are a sea of mud, record UV readings and NOAA's 2011 report on inexplicable aerosol deposit in the 
world's skies that it says “has offset about a third of the current climate warming influence of carbon dioxide (CO2) 
change during the past decade." Since the 1950s pollutants have dimmed the sun 22 percent as measured by 
evaporation rates, the BBC reports. Under the U.S. program, Chattanooga skies are perpetually milky white, hazy as a 
result of these overflights. 

Under the “nano shield," under this defensive iron dome, as it were, the sun's punch is softened, its ferocity diminished, 
our summer remarkably mild. The sun today is a sweatless orb. 

On July 15, the supervisors of Shasta County, Calif., held a public meeting over the environmental threat of 
stratospheric aerosol geoengineering. Thanks to the power of the Internet to bypass establishment media and expose 
the doings of the deep state, the story is getting out, and more people are uniting to oppose sky striping. A worldwide 
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protest against chemtrailing is set Sept. 27. 

Stratospheric aerosol geoengineering is a U.S. directive whose costs we pay with our health without any 
compensation. In other words, an unfunded mandate. 

I realize your office is not a court; still, I submit this petition in my persona propria, my proper and natural person, and 
on behalf of two other people — my listener at Nooganomics.com, airing on my radio station, Hot News Talk Radio 
1240, and my reader at Nooganomics.com, a website that covers local economy and free markets. 

In my own interest and on behalf of these two souls, I request that you notify said purported government that we are 
unwilling to be subjected to SAG and its perils, both actual and prospective.

Some describe chemtrails as a plot by the New World Order, the Rothchilds, the Bilderbergers, or the Masons, to wipe 
out the "useless eaters." Given the amount of evil that exists in the world, these conspiracy theories might not be as 
farfetched as they sound. 

However, I do not know that. What does seem to be possibly true is that the scientific experiments to modify and 
control weather are having adverse real world consequences. The claim that aluminum is being sprayed into the 
atmosphere and when it comes to earth is destroying the ability of soil to be productive might not be imaginary. Those 
concerned about chemtrails say that weather control experiments have deprived the western United States of rainfall, 
while sending the rain to the east where there have been hurricane level deluges and floods. 

In the West, sparse rainfall and lightning storms without rain are resulting in forests drying out and burning down. 
Deforestation adversely affects the environment in many ways, including the process of photosynthesis by which trees 
convert carbon dioxide into oxygen. The massive loss of forests means more carbon dioxide and less oxygen. 
Watershed and species habitat are lost, and spreading aridity further depletes ground and surface water. If these 
results are the consequences of weather modification experiments, the experiments should be stopped. 

In North Georgia where I spend some summers, during 2013 it rained for 60 consecutive days, not all day, but every 
day, and some days the rainfall was 12 inches-hurricane level-and roads were washed out. I received last summer 4 
automated telephone warnings from local counties not to drive and not to attempt to drive through accumulations of 
water on the highways. 

One consequence of the excess of water in the East is that this year there are no acorns in North Georgia. Zilch, zero, 
nada. Nothing. There is no food for the deer, the turkeys, the bear, the rodents. Starving deer will strip bark from the 
trees. Bears will be unable to hibernate or will be able only to partially hibernate, forced to seek food from garbage. 
Black bears are already invading homes in search of food. 

Unusual drought in the West and unusual flood in the East could be coincidental orthey could be consequences of 
weather modification experiments. 

The US, along with most of the world, already had a water problem prior to possible disruptions of rainfall by 
geo-engineering. In his book, Elixir, Brian Fagan tells the story of humankind's mostly unsuccessful struggle with water. 
Both groundwater and surface water are vanishing. The water needs of large cities, such as Los Angeles and Phoenix, 
and the irrigation farming that depends on the Ogallala aquifer are unsustainable. Fagan reminds us that "the world's 
supply of freshwater is finite," just like the rest of nature's resources. Avoiding cataclysm requires long-range thinking, 
but humanity is focused on immediate needs. Long-range thinking is limited to finding another water source to 
deplete. Cities and agriculture have turned eyes to the Great Lakes. 

Los Angeles exists because the city was able to steal water from hundreds of miles away. The city drained Owens Lake, 
leaving a huge salt flat in its place, drained the Owens Valley aquifer, and diverted the Owens River to LA via aqueduct. 
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Farming and ranching in the Owens Valley collapsed. Today LA takes water from the Colorado River, which originates 
in Wyoming and Colorado, and from Lake Perris 440 miles away. 

Water depletion is not just an American problem. Fagan reports that “underground aquifers in many places are 
shrinking so rapidly that NASA satellites are detecting changes in the earth's gravity." 

If the government is experimenting with weather engineering, scientists are playing God when they have no idea of the 
consequences. It is a tendency of scientists to become absorbed by the ability to experiment and to ignore unintended 
consequences. 

Readers have asked me to write about Fukushima and chemtrails because they trust me to tell them the truth. The 
problem is that I am not qualified to write about these matters with anything approaching the same confidence that I 
bring to economic, war and police state matters. 

The only advice I can give is that when you hear the presstitute media smear a concern or explanation as “conspiracy 
theory," have a closer look. The divergence between what is happening and what you are told is so vast that it pays to 
be suspicious, cynical even, of what “your" government and “your" presstitute media tell you. The chances are high 
that it is a lie.

Cloud seeding may be the next frontier for 
Unmanned Aircraft Systems (UAS), more 
commonly known as drones, with potential 
global implications. 

The state of Nevada was one of six selected 
test sites by the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) in December 2013. One 
of the state's focuses is how UAS can make 
cloud seeding an easier, more economical 
process. 

Cloud seeding is the attempt to modify the amount of precipitation from clouds, done mostly 
in an attempt to alleviate drought by creating precipitation. Presently it is done by launching 
silver iodide into the clouds from the ground or by flying over top of the clouds and dropping 
the chemicals into the cloud formations. 

There is still necessary research to be done before cloud seeding can be proven as an 
effective tool according to AccuWeather.com Meteorologist Jesse Ferrell.

Project Stormfury was an attempt to weaken tropical cyclones by flying aircraft into them and seeding with silver iodide. The project was run 
by the United States Government from 1962 to 1983.

This led to the seeding of several Atlantic hurricanes. However, it was later shown that this hypothesis was incorrect. It was determined most 
hurricanes do not contain enough supercooled water for cloud seeding to be effective.

The science of transitions studies how we go from one system to another one. 

A system can be seen as the sum of all dimensions of a society: [1] culture and organizational 
matters, [2] personal convictions and assumptions, [3] individual behaviors and practices and [4] 
institutions, such as science, religion, technology, legal, health, education. 

For a systems change to occur, all dimensions should flip simultaneously. 

An academic way of depicting this: 



One of the basic dynamics is that change is possible when on a grass root level [micro level] 
connections are sought/found to visionary ideas [macro level]. There is also a middle level, 
constituted by ingrained patterns of how participants in the system go about. This middle ground 
can also be labeled as 'the meso level'. The profound rigidity of the meso level in as well as outside 
of us is a major, if not the only, obstacle obstructing system change. 

Having rising through the old/current system makes one a defender of that system. Several 
matters come to mind: the expression 'you don't bite the hand that feeds you' and 'you tend to 
start caring for your prison ward, since he is the one that feeds you, keeps you safe' [Stockholm 
syndrome].

The more one has benefited from a system, has family, friends and peers also having benefited 
from that system and will stand to lose identity, social status & embedding and livelihood &

chapter on BS], Only a rigorous intervention, such as a deadly illness or incident, loss of a loved 
one, war, crisis or massive loss of property, can shatter this surface.

Transition science concurs with this. 

Transition science belongs to the meso level, could be aware of this and seek effective roads out 
of this self defeating situation. But it does not; at least not in any formal / official / academic / self 
reflecting / published way. 

Given its formal position of thought leader on the subject of how society can steer clear of 
upcoming disasters, it renders society a disservice by continuing on a path Transition science itself 
labels as ineffective. Thereby setting the wrong example for policy makers, wasting time, 
resources, tax payers money and increasing the burden on next generations, who have to clean 
up our mess. 

While at the same time uttering words of urgency, care, warning and giving examples of petty 
[incremental] improvements, which are being labeled as 'state of the art', 'transition test ground' 
and 'progress'. Which are happily bought [in both senses of the word] by policy makers, 
corporations, NGO's, the press, academia and the public at large. 

In 2008 a paper was presented to the Dutch research center for transitions, offering a broadening 
of its perspective in an effort to make Transition management [more] effective. It was being 
taken in nor digested then. Also in the 10 or so opportunities I created, sought and found after 
that year it fell on rocky bottom. 

Summarized, it offers the Integral perspective in general and the interior domains in particularto 
be taken on board of transition management. This perspective has a significant larger scope and 
problem solving capacity than the current body of Transition science. But requires a fundamental 
shift in academic outlook. One that situates rational, intellectual ways of approaching reality. 
Which is -still- unpopular in academia. 

One of the outspoken hindrances is that Transition science does not apply the scientific method 
as such, but applies a preferred [exterior oriented] versions of it to the interior domains. 
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Taking the preferred versions into the very large [as in galaxies] and very small [as in subatomic 
particles/waves], would bring perspectives as held by Werner Heisenberg into focus, making the 
phenomenon on transitions significantly more supportive of finding effective inroads into 
sustainable / systemic changes. 

WH proposed that everything is composed of black holes, having infinity at its core. This core 
connects our C-based world with a C 2 world. C being the speed of light, holding what we can see & 
study / in our event horizon / matter, the past; C 2 being the speed of light squared, holding what 
we can't see & study / below the [our] event horizon / antimatter, the future. In the C 2 world our 
future is present, which we can explore using other faculties than rational thinking.

Conformist Aggression 

Conformist aggression comprises various acts of aggression that 
are performed not because the aggressor is driven by the desire to 
destroy, but because he is told to do so and considers it his duty to obey 
orders. In all hierarchically structured societies obedience is perhaps 
the most deeply ingrained trail. Obedience is equated with virtue, 
disobedience with sin. To be disobedient is the arch crime from which 
all other crimes follow. Abraham was willing to kill his son out of 
obedience. Antigone is killed by Creon for her disobedience to the laws 
of the stale. Armies, especially, cultivate obedience, since their very 
essence is built on an absolute reflexlike acceptance of commands that 
precludes any questioning. The soldier who kills and maims, the 
bomber pilot who destroys thousands of lives in one moment, are not 
necessarily driven by a destructive or cruel impulse, but by the principle 
of unquestioning obedience. 

Conformist aggression is sufficiently widespread to deserve serious 
attention. From the behavior of boys in a juvenile gang to that of sol¬ 
diers in an army, many destructive acts are committed in order not to 
appear “yellow,” and out of obedience to orders. It is these motivations, 
and not human destructiveness, that are at the root of this type of 
aggressive behavior, which is often wrongly interpreted as indicating 
the power of innate aggressive impulses. Conformist aggression might 
as well have been classified as pseudoaggression; the reason for not 
doing so is that obedience as a consequence of the need to conform will 
in many cases mobilize aggressive impulses that otherwise might not 
have become manifest. Furthermore, the impulse not to obey or not to 
conform constitutes for many a real threat, against which they defend 
themselves by performing the required aggressive act. 
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Does not exploring these questions increase one's potential for evil. Which could be labeled as evil 
intent, or at least willful ignorance, with the outcome of evil practices unfolding unchecked.

If it exists, what is it? 

When we take as a starting point that the most important dimension of human life is that we are 
evolving manifestations of consciousness, as I do, we can create a point of reference: that which 
serves our evolving, unfolding, developing, ascension is good. That which deliberately hinders this, 
is evil. 

How do we evolve? An important ingredient is learning how things work. Why, when, for whom, 
under what circumstances, in relationship with oneself, what and who else, leading to what, 
making even more sense when connected to other things. 

Learning works best in situations where we are engaged with a wide array of our capacities to 
learn [see also chapter on involution and evolution]. 

Is limitation of freedom helping us evolve? Is a limitation of freedom dressed up as 'protection' 
[against terrorists, solar radiation, bad driving habits, unlicensed history teachers, non sanitized 
seeds, medicines not proven by mainstream science, criminals, foreigners, diseases, global 
warming etc] helping us to learn how things work?

Does applying a label and a text book entry, sanctioning it with government stamps of approval, 
with or without sponsoring academic approval, manipulating uninformed large groups into 
accepting the outcomes help us learn, evolve? [see also Z_Sea people] 

The line of reasoning offered here is not against ways of arranging ways for groups of various 
sizes to function in such ways so as to foster a thriving of its members, as well as members of 
other groups. It is against narratives who state to do this, but have different intentions, agendas, 
intended outcomes. 

Since institutions [including government] work on a need to know basis, people working in these 
institutions can legitimately, that is in their role, be convinced that they perform as their formal 
communications indicate: they serve large groups. 

An important, if not watershed, dimension is 'in their role'. 

Outside of this role, many all people I have interacted with indicated that they knew better; their 
ideas, orientations, convictions and drivers were out of sync with the formal communications of 
their institutions / organizations. The main reasons for why they aligned with the formal 
communication were and are in the domain of -at least perceived- dependency on money and 
perks aka fear. 

This amounts to what can be labeled as -a version of- 'willful ignorance'. This term indicates a 
state of mind when one knows/suspects that something's amiss and at some level of awareness 
decides to look the other way, consequences be damned. Reason is that short term, local comfort 
is deemed more attractive than the broader long term implications. When performed in groups, 
willful ignorance is even experienced as normal, making people who dare looking further and 
trying to communicate their findings as disturbing and worthy of excommunication. Self 
censorship, alienation, BS, avoiding reputational damage tie in here. 
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It is often said that knowledge is power, but that is one of the greatest 
myths of all time. Men with great knowledge are easily enslaved if they 
do nothing to defend their freedom Knowledge by itself is not power, 
but it holds the potential for power if we use it as a guide for action. 
Truth will always be defeated by tyranny unless human beings, just like 
you and me, are willing to step forward and put our lives into the battle. 
The future belongs, not to ideas, but to people who act on those 
ideas. 


If we are serious about wanting to make a difference in the world, we 
must be very clear about what will be required. Defeating the global 
powers of collectivism is a big order, and it's much easier said than 
done. Here are the realities we must face.

For some reason a quote by Thoreau stuck in my mind: "Most men lead lives of quiet desperation 
and go to the grave with the song still in them". 

It crossed my path when I missed the courage to do something I deemed worthwhile doing. As 
well as when others around me faced similar situations. To the extent there is contact with ones 
heart, melancholic feelings of being outside of the stream of life ensue. 


The term 'the stream of life' deserves elaboration. All life [and all matter, for that matter] is a manifestation of 
consciousness. Life forms dance together; perform a stage play together. 

Mostly unknowingly so. To the extent this dance / play is joyous and loving, it manifests more consciousness and less 
ego [which is also a part of the play, but one of a secondary/cloaking/distracting/disturbing/survival tool nature; see 
also the chapter 'Why it doesn't matter if there's progress' ] 

Humans are an evolving form of consciousness; in every phase of development consciousness is expressed 
differently. There are many lines of development in a human: physical, emotional, moral, spiritual etc. On the value 
line we can see a development from a physical survival modus, to clan belonging, to personal power, to law and 
order, to achieving, to ending marginalization of previous stages, to appreciating all previous phases, to actively 
stimulating all previous phases. 


In our society money is to be made with making life more comfortable and secure, or at least 
stating claims to this extend and relating these to services and products. For which there are 
various reasons: 

We have high expectations of some forms of assistance, making us tending to reject less than 
high grade/professional versions [when we can afford such a position]. Think of a heart surgeon, a 
high end car, a smart phone, cosmetic surgery, a tax consultant. The complexity of our society 
and the idea that we need to take part in 'the good life' through what certain goods and services 
offer, make that we are willing to spend serious time, money and effort for high grade versions. 

An entrepreneurial mindset with someone who could render assistance can inform us [through 
their marketeers] that we need their assistance. A subtle focus on the consequences when 
assistance is not sought & bought, is one of the tactics used. Famous is the story of parents in the 
US enrolling their children in preschool cognitive development enhancing programs, for fear of 
future claims of negligence by their children. At the end of 2014, beginning of 2015 fear inducing 
events in Europe appear. The possibility of an underlying agenda is as absent in mainstream news 
as it is present in other media. 
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To the extent we want to be free of moral pressures of returning favors, paying for assistance 
becomes attractive. Arguments delivered by marketeers, normally considered irrelevant or even 
silly, can be reconsidered and accepted. When this becomes a pattern, we tend to internalize and 
defend these arguments when criticized by others. We would lose our status and credibility when 
we would agree that what we have been saying and doing for a long time would be revoked for 
these reasons. 

By stimulating, causing and/or showing fear inducing situations, a demand for assistance in the 
form of protection is stimulated. The underlying message is that these fear inducing situations 
are too big to even inquire into oneself, let alone understood or acted upon by oneself. Examples: 
conflicts in Syria, Ukraine, Mali, cancer, infectious diseases, crime, droughts, floods, storms, 
terrorism, immigration, anthropocentric based climate change. A decrease in civil liberties, 
freedom of choice, privacy and self reliance are made acceptable and are often even appreciated. 

To the extent various forms of assistance are being used [bought], a general tendency sets in to 
use third party assistance in other domains as well, pending available funding. This general 
tendency will be stimulated by parties potentially rendering assistance in various forms. Parties 
with an interest in controlling large groups also will have an interest in stimulating this tendency. 

Large groups can be made to desire more forms of assistance more easily to the extent members 
deem themselves dependent on external assistance. Besides entrepreneurs, there are 
corporations, individuals, organizations and governments that seek control over large groups of 
people. A frequently stated reason is that this is required for having peace and prosperity for large 
groups. Another, rarely stated, reason stems from the idea that there are more people than 
possible for the Earth to sustain and that good stewardship demands a 90% reduction in 
population size.

To the extent the various forms of assistance remain available, quality of life is experienced as 
improved over less-assisted ways of living.

At times I catch myself telling little white lies, when I think no one suffers and a situation unfolds 
more elegantly.

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This shooting the bull consists of a mixing various versions of speech, such as [1] commonly 
accepted ideas regarding reality that can be checked and are often checked, [2] idem that can't 
be checked but are taken as true, [3] ideas that seek to please listeners, with the underlying desire 
that one is liked and respected, making one's other statements more credible and [4] ideas 
intended to upset, test, entertain, divert listeners, for the fun of it [or so it can be experienced; 
true reasons mostly remaining unknown]. 

Typical for participants in BS is that objective truth [is the statement referring to something real] 
is treated as irrelevant. The same applies to subjective truth [is the sender sincere]. What rules, is 
what one can get away with. What one seeks to get away with depends on one's outlook, agenda, 
interest, stage of development. Knowing these in the sender is the only check for receivers to 
delineate what's really the case in the outside world, as well as inside the sender. This belongs to 
the 'Cause and effect- principle' of Natural law. Which is referred to by the 'why?'-question the 
Merovingian poses to Neo in the Matrix-reloaded. 


It also belongs to the 'Generative-principle', which informs us on how what we care about, what 
we give time and attention to, becomes manifest reality. When we don't care for how things 
really are, inside us, as well as outside us, what sort of reality manifests? What happens if we 
institutionalize this line of development, receive significant societal rewards when we excel on 
this line of development?

narcissism, or as due to other reasons. Freud’s revolution was to make 
us recognize the unconscious aspect of man’s mind and the energy 
which man uses to repress the awareness of undesirable desires.

The only way to control large groups of people is by giving its members the idea they are free. An 
important part of this endeavor is for the members to have the idea that they guide themselves, 
based on what they see, feel, want and do.

These generic, inarticulate fears are good sources for other, more specific fears and other 
marketing tools. These fears and related can be manufactured and used to make members of 
large groups do and not do what suits agendas of those who are sufficiently informed, sourced, 
networked and funded. 

An example: piggybacking on a carrier wave consisting of and created by terms as 'war on terror, 
poverty, drugs, hunger, HIV, cancer, diabetes, obesity' there's a widely shared affinity with 
matching terms like 'battle', 'counter actions' and 'preemptive strikes'. Increasing data gathering 
and connecting by the state and affiliates thus becomes a more or less logical matter, the 
downsides of which we tend to ignore. 

The 1995 movie 'The Net' depicts how simple and how disturbing manipulation of data records 
can be: in a matter of hours the main character of the movie sees that her house is sold and 
evacuated, that she drives a stolen car, has lost her job, has an expired credit card and is wanted 
fora crime. 
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Together with increased legal possibilities for the state to intervene in civic life, opportunities for 
parties seeking control increase significantly. 

This subverting grid is subconsciously recognized by the group under control. This situation 
resembles abused children in family situations, or people held hostage. Adaptation, warping 
dependency into loyalty and love, defending the abusers against criticism and physical harm. 
When this is widespread, it becomes the norm, against which sane thought, emotions, will and 
action are measured.

Orwell's 'Newspeak', where words / labels are used to cover up, rather than convey what is 
actually the case, fits this picture.

Bentham's 'Panopticon' fits this picture too. A Panopticon is a design for prisons, where one 
supervisor can monitor thousands of inmates. Even when the supervisor is absent, the inmates 
behave as if he were there, self censor themselves, because the inmates don't know when the 
supervisor observes them. 
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In 'Discipline and Punish' Foucault uses Bentham's Panopticon as a model to describe how our 
society functions. He proposes that this model represents all forms of institutions, such as schools, 
corporations, government bodies, hospitals. This model has developed since the 17 th century, 
alongside capitalism. 

It came into being through the introduction of [1] a the concept of a point of reference, [2] 
endowing this point with power and [3] tests, to determine how well something or someone 
matches the point of reference and is labeled 'normal'. 

Normal distributions are introduced, showing clearly how marginal someone is 



To the extent a party seeking control can determine a point of reference, the remainder of the 
process of control is a cup of tea. The emergence of civic society, being a large group of people, 
facilitated this process of increased control. This is due to the fact that this group was [made?] 
sensitive to 'what's done' [and what not]. In the 6o's in the West many young people rebelled 
against the attitude that ensued this sensitivity. This was a minor drill for how a more free and 
sane society could look like. It was minor, due to the fact that it did not supply a transitional 
pathway towards an envisioned future. The chapter on the science of transitions deals with this 
subject. 

As a group, intellectuals briefly were a beacon of hope to effectively address the big questions of 
who am I and what is my task.

Given the popularity of lives lived unreflectively, ego's clamping to anything resembling survival 
for themselves are the norm. 

To the extend physical survival abilities [skills, tools, weapons and a will to use them] are absent 
or ineffective, other tools enabling the ego to survive are sought. Some examples are betrayal, 
deception and disinformation.

In line of Baudrillard's Simulacrum, the image that exists of a person is mor e i mportant the only 
reality for the people around him [for evaluation and/or manipulation]. Put differently: there is no 
person, or even ego; just an image. The quality / attractiveness of an image can be labeled as 
'reputation'. 

In a society where images are real, it becomes rational and appropriate to optimize ones 
reputation, no matter what's happening on the ground. BS ties in here. What's happening on the 
ground becomes a secondary category, a sort of collateral damage or fall out in our quest of 
optimization of our image. Only with intimate and/or non threatening others, the pain coming 
with tying both worlds together can be shared. 

The rest of the social surroundings is presented the optimized image. Social media and the 
organizational, corporate, commercial domains are prime examples of this. Since this type of 
behavior is the norm in the public domain, deviating from the image optimization mode 
generates a range of responses: from a light rejection of the behavior ['silly you'], through 
persistent denial of the behavior ['get real', 'shape up'], towards excommunication. 

Those who excel at optimizing their image gain societal rewards [high income, influence, sex, 
drugs and rock'n roll] and form attractors for people in search of th e good li f e methods of 
repressing their existential pain [of not knowing who they are or what their mission is. And that in 
the end their ego is an actor in the stage play on Earth and in important ways an illusion]. 

Parents, schools, clubs, friends train children into these alienated ways of being [with the best of 
intentions], resulting in ways of living generating suffering for all sentient life.

proper approach to large organization problems. In his farewell report the Chairman of 
Harvard's Admissions Committee, Wilbur Bender, summed up the problem this way: 


"The student who ranks first in his class may be genuinely brilliant or he may be a 
compulsive worker or the instrument of domineering parents' ambitions or a conformist 
or a self-centered careerist who has shrewdly calculated his teachers' prejudices and 
expectations and discovered how to regurgitate efficiently what they want. Or he may 
have focused narrowly on grade-getting as compensation for his inadequacies in other 
areas, because he lacks other interests or talents or lacks passion and warmth or normal 
healthy instincts or is afraid of life. The top high school student is often, frankly, a pretty 
dull and bloodless, or peculiar fellow. The adolescent with wide-ranging curiosity and 
stubborn independence, with a vivid imagination and desire to explore fascinating 
bypaths, to follow his own interests, to contemplate, to read the un-required books, the 
boy filled with sheer love of life and exuberance, may well seem to his teachers 
troublesome, undisciplined, a rebel, may not conform to their stereotype, and may not get 
the top grades and the highest rank in class. He may not even score at the highest level in 
the standard multiple choice admissions tests, which may well reward the glib, facile 
mind at the expense of the questioning, independent, or slower but more powerful, more 
subtle, and more interesting and original mind." 



These remarks bring us close to one of the major problems in American culture today. 
We need a culture that will produce people eager to do things, but we need even more a 
culture that will make it possible to decide what to do. This is the old division of means 


and goals. Decisions about goals require values, meaning, context, perspective. They can 
be set, even tentatively and approximately, only by people who have some inkling of the 
whole picture. The middle-class culture of our past ignored the whole picture and 
destroyed our ability to see it by its emphasis on specialization. Just as mass production 
came to be based on specialization, so human preparation for making decisions about 
goals also became based on specialization. The free elective system in higher education 
was associated with choice of a major field of specialization, and all the talk about liberal 
arts, outside electives, general education, or required distribution were largely futile. 

They were futile because no general view of the whole picture could be made simply by 
attaching together a number of specialist views of narrow fields, for the simple reason 
that each specialist field looks entirely different, presenting different problems and 
requiring different techniques, when it is placed in the general picture. This simple fact 
still has not been realized in those circles that talk most about broadening outlooks. This 


Since externalization [of the consequences of one's behavior to the out-group] is part of the 
training, this is not perceived. When pointed at, it is readily dismissed as acid pissing and sort like 
qualifications. 
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At the same time there's a -suppressed- undercurrent of being discontent with not being seen for 
who one really is [whatever that may be; in an image c e nt e r e d only society, the skills, interest, 
clues and role models in finding out are few and far between]. This suppression reduces one's 
vitality & creativity, desire to experiment & evolve, connect & trust. Cognitive dissonance, self 
censorship and willful ignorance tie in here.

When these don't realign one into the cohorts of members of a society g ea r e d tow a rds th e 
up li ftm e nt of a ll s e nt ie nt b ei ngs smart enough to perform theirtasks and dumb enough to stay in 
line, there's an array of psychiatric labels. These stem from power inequalities, can be seen and 
are used as weapons in a -subconscious and therefore effective- quest to consolidate positions of 
those who have benefited most and/or stand to benefit most by current societal arrangements. 

People exploring beyond their image are in for a bumpy ride. 
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What would happen when Jesus or Lao Tse, or even Sun Tzu, would be diagnosed? 

Which effectively deters anyone but the truly motivated and the desperate. This creates the bulk 
of societal inertia aka the meso layer as described by the science of transitions. 

Avoiding reputational damage is an important dimension in societal stability. When the rate of 
required change is low, on a societal level this is a valuable asset. When the rate of required 
change is high, as it is now, it becomes a societal liability. 

One that has run societies before us into the ground. 



People who manage to evolve are the ones that are the true assets of society in its quest for 
survival /tendencies to thrive. 

This is so since these people become what Maslow labels 'insightful neurotics': their focus ascends 
from mundane/societally insignificant problems [including reputational damage] towards 
existential/societally significant problems. 



To make this fact clearer, I could describe self-actualization 
a a development of personality which frees the person from 
ibe deficiency problems of youth, and from the neurotic (or 
infantile, or fantasy, or unnecessary, or “unreal’') problems of 
life, so that he is able to face, endure and grapple with the 
‘real problems of life (the intrinsically and ultimately human 
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See also the chapter labeled 'why it doesn't matter if there's progress' and 'Z_healthy 
childishness' 

This gives 'evolving' an important, if not crucial, quality regarding the mission of this book: 
empowerment; to the extend / when sufficient numbers of people evolve sufficiently fast, quality 
of life for all sentient beings increases. 

Evolving happens with fits and bounds, thresholds, bifurcation points, setbacks, undercurrents, 
progress on some lines of development combined with setbacks on other lines. 

It is Eros in action, the deliberately-forgetful holographic reflections/aspects of the Universal 
consciousness on their way to more Love/order/complex ways of play. The chapter on 
involution/evolution ties in here, as well as the one on play.

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V 1.2 What is the role of big banks in particular 
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One of the most striking aspects of what I have seen in meetings of high ranking officials in state, 
NGO and corporate environments [decision making / budget allocating level] is the informal and 
even friendship suggesting atmosphere. Asking for personal tidbits, patting on shoulders, more 
than averagely eye contact, being extra courteous. 

If they indeed would be friends, such as one would imagine to exist in cases of shared outlooks, or 
a shared history or commitment, this would be expect-able. These people primarily shared a 
business interest and from this all other relational qualities arose and almost instantly so. When 
the business aspect was under pressure, so were the consequential qualities. This enhances the 
motivation to keep the business interest qualities in good order. 

Given a certain feedback mechanism from the consequential qualities to the business qualities, 
keeping the former in good order is important in an effort to stay in the loop of doing business. 

From an Amsterdam insider I learned that a pat on the shoulder in the opera house at certain 
occasions was a sign that one was an appreciated member of the business community and thus 
could work and live well. Omission of the pat was a sign to leave town. Humbly sponsoring the 
local performing arts community was considered the best way to grease the social and thus 
business gears. 

From an international business man I learned that not greasing some key consequential gears, 
leads to informal excommunication. This manifests in formal acknowledgment of business 
qualities, with surprise events near the closing of deals, hindering effective re-absorption in the 
business circles of choice, as well as draining the infidel of lust to try again. 
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When attending a founding meeting of the Dutch green business council [as a researcher, thus 
not hindering business as usual / abilities to speak freely], one of the first remarks made were for 
the initiator, who was gently urged to file expenses made. This amounted to some 200 euro. In 
the context of his 250k euro annual base income, the upfront attention given to these expenses 
likely had more bearing on consequential qualities than on the subject matter [how to make 
business in Holland more sustainable; see also remarks in chapter V 1.2.2 regarding the toilet 
paper grade dissertation]. 

One of the characteristics of the cohort of people in decision making positions ['ruling class' for 
short] is its fraternity membership style. This corresponds with what I was taught as a student, as 
that being a member of the strictest / most elitist student fraternity was a requirement for a 
career worth that label. The same applied to MBA courses: here you get to know future business 
partners, under the adagio 'it's not what you know, but who you know'. Conversations with fellow 
students later on in life confirmed this 1:1 

My then girlfriend understood the rules of the career game much better and insisted I joined her 
fraternity. I recall banging my fists against the wall after being required to deliver a 'fool's speech' 
and dance ballroom style shortly afterwards. 

I also recall the words of support of a fellow student to hang in there, because afterwards I'd be 
much better positioned for what we were all pursuing our studies for: a smooth, steep career path. 
Although rationally acknowledging that this was so, I was frustrated deeply, since I started these 
studies [law] with a desire to know what's right and what's wrong. Which we indeed studied the 
first 6 months. 

My girlfriend was 1 year further than I was and passed exams without effort. I was full of anxiety at 
every exam, failed often and loathed what I saw I had become: a soulless book reproducer [the 
chapter on Transhumanism ties in here]. All of this contrasted by fascinating studies of books by 
Capra, Ferguson, Zukav, Bach in a small group under guidance of a pastor. I secretly adored her, 
which made the contrast with what I was doing in my 'official - work related' life with no sex 
before marriage even more stark. 

From this time stems my alertness of people in sort like situations. 

All this came to mind when reading page 419 of Quigley's 'Tragedy and hope'. 'Secrecy' is 
described here in a casual sense: it's not people conspiring deliberately or explicitly, but just 
certain ways of going about that result in a detach between what outsiders see [through public 
relations, publications and outer circle -need to know basis type of communications] and what's 
really happening in terms of decision making processes. 
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Secrecy Is One of the Elements of the English 
Business and Financial Life 

This element of secrecy is one of the outstanding features of English business and 
financial life. The weakest "right" an Englishman has is the "right to know," which is 
about as narrow as it is in American nuclear operations. Most duties, powers, and actions 
in business are controlled by customary procedures and conventions, not by explicit rules 
and regulations, and are often carried out by casual remarks between old friends. No 
record perpetuates such remarks, and they are generally regarded as private affairs which 
are no concern of others, even when they involve millions of pounds of the public’s 
money. Although this situation is changing slowly, the inner circle of English financial 
life remains a matter of "whom one knows," rather than "what one knows." Jobs are still 
obtained by family, marriage, or school connections; character is considered far more 
important than knowledge or skill; and important positions, on this basis, are given to 
men who have no training, experience, or knowledge to qualify them. 


Given the sanctions of treading outside of the business community mores, adherence to them is 
essential for a thriving business and personal life. These mores derive their effectiveness from 
being barely conscious or deliberate and thus closed to reflection, debate or compromise. The 
subject of secret societies, treated in another chapter ties in here. 

Reason for mentioning this here, is that in the next pages Quigley [who was a fly on the wall like 
me for i years in board rooms of big banks] describes how these banks work. 


What Quigley doesn't address is the connections between who prints the $ and major political 
events

Here Nazi-scientists were 
being given a new life in the US, which was not unwelcome to the military industrial complex 
[there]. 

Other Nazi-scientists went to the SU and what the Nazi's labeled 'Kriegsentscheidend', they kept 
for themselves. As well as liquid assets looted from conquered territories from 1933 to 1945. 
Interestingly, Farrell notes that in 1944 there was a secret meeting between the Allies and the 
Nazi's on who would get what share of German technology and staff after the war. 

See Z_Redhouse report. 
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Speculation: being smart business people, they probably will have lent out these assets to nations 
rebuilding themselves, at interest and with a date when these loans would become due. It could 
be rewarding to look for connections between front offices for those funds and major events in 
our current economic downturn. 

Why is Quigley silent about this; could it be that he saw that this was too big a can of worms? 

Finally: banks siphon up resources and facilitate-guide control and domination through the use of 
money. 



This constitutes a phase in a larger agenda. After the money phase comes another one, described 
by dr Wood: 



Caravan To Midnight - Episode 250 Patrick Wood: Technocracy Rising 
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Did we catch that third characteristic of Technocracy above? "...Seeks to replace price-based economic system with 
energy-based economic system". That is positively huge! Technocracy is talking about doing away with our way of 
doing business, our system of money, of monetary exchange, replacing it with "energy credits", which we may not 
find authorized in the Constitution — a far cry from coining silver and gold. But of course Scientism, Technocracy, 
and the thusly-directed geniuses of the Trilateral Commission care not one whit about our Constitution. 

At 55 minutes into the video Wood gives us some requirements necessary to make Technocracy work. 

1. Register on a continuing basis the 24 hour-per-day basis of the total net conversion of energy. 

2. By means of registration of energy converted and consumed, make possible a 11 balanced load". 

3. Provide a continuous inventory of all production and consumption. [Scott, Howard, et al, Technocracy Study 
Course, p. 232] Think: Data-mining. 

4. Provide a specific registration of the type, kind, etc, of all goods and services, where produced and where 
used. 

5. Provide specific registration of the consumption of each individual, plus a record and description of the 
individual. 

This ties in with big chunks like Agenda 21 and 30, Smart growth, NDAA, Climate change, 
Transhumanism, CFR and secret societies and sheds a significantly different light on the role of 
big banks.

In the aggregate: 



The term 'currency' is interesting to pay some attention to: this term comes from Latin 'currens', 
which means 'running'; which can be interpreted as 'flow' and 'current'. 

Rather than a medium of exchange, or representing intrinsic value for money, gold or other 
storage of value, 'currency' indicates that its limited supply is the limiter of the flows in economic 
system. Its limited availability acts as a resistor to change in the economic system. A system that 
is rigged and designed by small groups, for the control of large groups. 

What ties in here is the idea that money is religion, at least in the West. The etymology of the 
word 'religion' is disputed: Cicero thought that the Latin term 'religio' was derived from relegere, 
meaning 'to re read a text', making religion a body of custom & law that demands study & 
transmission. Lactantius thought it came from 'religare', meaning 'to tie back'. Augustine 
concurred, as well as offering another possibility: 'to choose again', religion as the recovery of the 
link with God that sin has damaged. The tying back interpretation would fit the role money has 
nowadays. 
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V 1.2.2 Shareholders control corporations and steer through corporations and politics 

Large corporations are the most influential visible force in worldly events. As a rule these 
corporations have shareholders. These shareholders often are other corporations, as well as big 
investors such as pension funds. 
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There are 147 corporations that own all other corporations that are on the stock exchange. There 
are 4 rating agencies that value how well large corporations [and countries] are doing. Evidently, 
the managers of the corporations being valued, will try to receive good evaluations. Which makes 
these 4 very influential. 

Besides this form of exterior influencing, there is one that comes about by shareholders. In the US 
there are 4 shareholders that are present in all large corporations. To what extent this determines 
outcomes is unclear. But, when these 4 are also on the boards of the FED, IMF, ECB and the World 
Bank, an expectation that serious weight will be given to their opinions is in place.

It invested capital not because it desired to increase the output of goods or services but 
because it desired to float issues (frequently excess issues) of securities on this productive 
basis. It built railroads in order to sell securities, not in order to transport goods; it 
constructed great steel corporations to sell securities, not in order to make steel, and so 
on. But, incidentally, it greatly increased the transport of goods, the output of steel, and 
the production of other goods. By the middle of the stage of financial capitalism, 
how r ever. the organization of financial capitalism had evolved to a highly sophisticated 


level of security promotion and speculation which did not require any productive 
investment as a basis. Corporations were built upon corporations in the form of holding 
companies, so that securities were issued in huge quantities, bringing profitable fees and 
commissions to financial capitalists without any increase in economic production 
whatever. Indeed, these financial capitalists discovered that they could not only make 
killings out of the issuing of such securities, they could also make killings out of the 
bankruptcy of such corporations, through the fees and commissions of reorganization. A 
very pleasant cycle of flotation, bankruptcy, flotation, bankruptcy began to be practiced 
by these financial capitalists. The more excessive the flotation, the greater the profits, and 
the more imminent the bankruptcy. The more frequent the bankruptcy, the greater the 
profits of reorganization and the sooner the opportunity of another excessive flotation 
with its accompanying profits. This excessive stage reached its highest peak only in the 
United States. In Europe it was achieved only in isolated cases. 

Finance Capitalism Opened the Way for Centralization of World 

Economic Control in the Hands of the International Banking Fraternity 

The growth of financial capitalism made possible a centralization of world economic 
control and a use of this power for the direct benefit of financiers and the indirect injury 
of all other economic groups. This concentration of power, however, could be achieved 
only by using methods which planted the seeds which grew into monopoly capitalism. 


These corporations and shareholders have a significant interest in laws and regulations serving 
their interest. The same applies to coverage in the media, academic research and entries in 
history books. 

The phenomenon of 'plausible deniability' adds to this to no small degree. This phenomenon is 
defined by [1] changing published, released, sanctioned, official narratives for goals as indicated 
above. [2] This changing is performed by introducing elements that facilitate denial by parties 
benefiting by such denials. [3] These elements are geared towards widely shared assumptions of 
how things work. [4] Effectively demystifying, debunking, uncovering these elements by parties 
without access to means of mass communication is impossible in a context of subconsciously 
accepted, even cherished and widely shared assumptions. Indicative of this is Foster Gamble's 
mantra in his documentary 'Thrive': They wouldn't do this., but then I realized: they do'. 

'Gatekeepers' channel discontent in large groups where control over is sought. Gatekeepers 
control the openings between the large group where control over is sought and parties that seek 
control over the large group. The format of a Gatekeeper is such that people who are discontent 
feel privileged to be allowed in the Gatekeeper's circle, but have to align with the format there. 

This effectively renders the discontent harmless and manipulatable, whilst maintaining the 
Gatekeeper's formal position of being an attractive way to vent one's discontent. This coincides 
with Astroturfing as well as the mythological bed of Procrustes, described in chapter.. 
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Examples are talk shows, interviews, columns, scientific studies, political parties, allowing black 
people in positions of high public office to become members of fraternities, such as Skulls and 
bones and Bohemian grove. 

When Occupy emerged, I was asked as a commentator on the regional TV station. I felt good 
about that, since I had and have explicit ideas about that phenomenon. One of my main points 
was that participants of Occupy had to be aware of being absorbed by the institutions they were 
criticizing, since then they would be rendered ineffective. 

This was a real threat, given the desire to be recognized qua content. At that point my desire to 
be recognized qua content was a driver for me to show up on TV. I realized this, as well as the 
legitimizing aspect of me being a polite adapted old style harmless-making commentator. I felt 
this was a Catch 22 type of gate-keeping situation: damned if you do and damned if you don't. 

Somewhat later I was asked to participate in a panel before some 200 representatives of youth 
departments of green European political parties. I asked the question how effective a change 
agent they considered the domain of politics. I expected little else than what manifested: the 
systemic change needed for the societal changes all participants formally endorsed was under the 
horizon of the participants; they had no clue. Perhaps there were participants having doubts on 
the effectiveness of their mandate, but that remained invisible. Reasons for which can be 
deciphered from other chapters in this book. 

I was torn between participating in what turned out to be a charade type of gatekeeper gathering 
and staying for the sake of politeness. I stayed, trying to make up for this decision by talking 
belligerently with some Dutch participants afterwards.

Some years ago I was asked for an interview in the leading newspaper for the business 
community in the Netherlands ['Financieel Dagblad', FD], The subject were the findings in my 
research. Already then I tended to speak openly about the 'much ado about nothing-ness' in my 
field of exploration. The reporter and I spoke some hours over lunch and afterwards we visited the 
editorial staff. Before some hands were shaken, we walked past a rather large glass cubicle, 
where some members of the board of Shell and the board of FD had lunch together. I didn't think 
much of that at that time. After some days the interviewer called me and informed me that the 
interview wouldn't be published. Reasons being in the domain of chances of alienating important 
members of the network of FD. 
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Some months later there was a double page interview in FD with a young man who had written 
his -cum laude- dissertation on the green behavior of big corporations. We had coffee in 
Amsterdam and talked about his dissertation. I was given a copy and read it on my way home. 
This released a substantial amount of disenchantment with academia and the media. In plain 
English: it was toilet paper grade, soft on the buns of the corporations mentioned in it, as well as 
on the green efforts of the sector and related in general. 



More specifically, it awakened a slumbering awareness of how the deep rabbit hole is. How 
systemically indicative would this one thread I was privileged to follow in the research and now in 
the FD subset be? 

After another lunch with who then was one of the rising stars of investigative journalism [and now 
an anthropologically educated jester style reporter, cherished by mainstream media] this 
question was answered: journalists are time pressed, scared parrots. Period. 

Personal experiences with magazines, newspapers, radio and TV have confirmed this. 

Some years later a researcher published a paper on how big corporations obstruct the 
implementation of green technology. It was well written and I posted it on FB. Some months later 
I received a phone call by the author requesting me to stop sharing the article. The reason she 
stated is she was in the process of writing a dissertation on the subject and found it objectionable 
this research paper being visible in the public domain. She refused to elaborate, but given the fact 
much PhD-research is being financed by third parties [mainly by foundations, corporations; see 
chapter V 1.3.6.2, Z_Wormser'Foundations_their power and influence' and Z_Quigley'Tragedy 
and hope' P791] an educated guess was easily made. 
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For criminal actions a motif and an opportunity are required. Applying this to all large 
corporations would be taking it too far. But concentrating vast resources, driven by psychopathy, 
greed and a lust for power with no checks or balances and a bad track record, is inviting disaster. 
Disaster as in the most profitable business being war and its cousin disaster capitalism. 
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War is organised murder, 
and nothing else.

Using these American loans. Germany's industry was largely reequipped with the 
most advanced technical facilities, and almost every' German municipality was provided 
with a post office, a swimming pool, sports facilities, or other nonproductive equipment. 
With these American loans Germany was able to rebuild her industrial system to make it 
the second best in the world by a wide margin, to keep up her prosperity and her standard 
of living in spite of the defeat and reparations, and to pay reparations without either a 
balanced budget or a favorable balance of trade. By these loans Germany's creditors were 
able to pay their war debts to lingland and to the United States w ithout sending goods or 
services. Foreign exchange went to Germany as loans, back to Italy. Belgium. France, 
and Britain as reparations, and finally back to the United Slates as payments on war 
debts. The only things wrong with the system were (a) that it would collapse as soon as 
the United States ceased to lend, and (b) in the meantime debts were merely being shifted 
from one account to another and no one was really getting any nearer to solvency. In the 
period 1924-1931. Germany paid 10.5 billion marks in reparations but borrowed abroad a 
total of 18.6 billion marks. Nothing was settled by all this, but the international bankers 
sat in heaven, under a rain of fees and commissions. 


What helps is making price agreements with ones -official- competitors. And even better: being 
the only producer of a product or service that is -made to be- considered necessary. When such a 
situation is reached, all aspects of a market can be determined. 

The state already has such a position in the market of issuing and enforcing laws, including using 
deadly violence, the levying and usage of taxes for its own upkeep and whims. Also considering 
that in a democracy consent is manufactured, what does this monopoly say about the morality of 
these activities? How much influence do people in a democracy have on this monopoly and is this 
influence ever a justification for taking away life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness of people?

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V i.3 What is the role of corporations in particular 

Corporations can be seen as an evolutionary phenomenon; its members / participants having a 
more or less unique summit in influencing global affairs. Waking up members of corporations to 
this potential can be seen as a spearhead in efforts to change our common destiny for the better. 
See Z_Debold The business of saving the world'. The fact that most if not all of these 
corporations are owned by each other and by big banks, problematizes this idea. 


In 1602 the first corporation was the VOC ['Verenigde Oostindische Compagnie' = 'Dutch East 
India Company']. It was granted a 21 year lease by the Dutch state as a multinational, with a wide 
reaching charter: issuing stock, waging war, imprison and execute convicts, negotiate treaties, 
coin money and establish colonies. It was financed by Portuguese Sephardic Jewish bankers, who 
were moving their financial profit centers when Portugal disintegrated after losing the Battle of 
Alcacer Quibir [see also Z_Cunningham 'The secret empire'_Sephardic Jewish bankers] 


The Battle of Ksar El Kebir, also known as Battle of Three 
Kings, or "Battle of Oued El Makhazeen" in Morocco, and 
Battle of Alcacer Quibir in Portugal (variant spellings are legion 
Alcacer-Quivir, Alcazarquivir. Alcassar. meaning grand castle in 
Arabic), (Battle of Alcazar in English) was fought in northern 
Morocco, near the town of Ksar-el-Kebir and Larache. on 4 August 
1578 The combatants were the army of the deposed Moroccan 
Sultan Abu Abdallah Mohammed II, with his ally, the King of 
Portugal Sebastian I, and a large Moroccan army nominally under 
the new Sultan of Morocco (and uncle of Abu Abdallah Mohammed 
II) Abd Al-Malik I. 

The Christian king, Sebastian I, had planned a crusade after Abu 
Abdallah asked him to help recover his throne.^ Abu Abdallah's 
uncle, Abd Al-Malik, had taken it from him with Ottoman support. 
The defeat of Portugal and attendant death of the childless 
Sebastian led to the end of the Aviz dynasty, and the integration of 
the country in the Iberian Union for 60 years under the Philippine 
Dynasty in a dynastic union with Spain.

For almost 200 years it was a gigantic enterprise in size and profits. It was intimately connected 
with the state, the church and the banking sector, which had Amsterdam as its global centre. Its 
trade included slaves. VOC's numbers are not available, since most were used for VOC's own 
purposes. VOC's sister organization [WIC] kidnapped and sold 550.000 people. 
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In 1701 William III of Orange [then already King of England] issued a charter for the 'Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts', which worked together with the Anglican church 
in the kidnapping, trade and coercing into forced labor of people. 

In the 19th century London became the financial center of the world. In 1694 [Dutch] William of 
Orange III by royal charter gave the privately owned Bank of England the 'Royal charter'. This 
allowed it to establish corporations, in exchange for a £ 1.2 million loan. This bank combined the 
qualities of the VOC and the Dutch central bank ['Amsterdamsche wisselbank'], which gave the 
Bank of England also the right to create money. Central banks in other countries which were 
created afterwards, were modeled after the Bank of England. 



Another profitable trade was hard drugs [Opium]. Afterthe VOC lost its dominant position in this 
trade to the English and defaulted in 1799, the Dutch state continued it until the Japanese 
occupation of some of the Dutch colonies in 1942. With 4 heroin factories the Dutch government 
was the largest producer in the beginning of the 20th century. In a last effort to prop up the VOC 
success, the Dutch state killed some 250.000 people in Indonesia in the late 1940's [after having 
been overrun, occupied and harassed by the Germans and liberated by the Allies in the early 
1940's]. 


It would be interesting to look into how the emergence of the 1st corporation related to the 
emergence of the financial center of gravity in those days. This center migrated from 
Babylon to Genoa & Venice [after Babylon being absorbed by the Roman empire, see also 
Z_Cunningham 'The secret empire'_excerpts_Sephardic Jewish bankers], to Amsterdam, to 
London, [partly] to Wall street and now in various financial centers, which are competing / 
cooperating in various ways. Equally interesting would be to see how they related to the 
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physical domain [as in relating patterns in movements of heavenly bodies and social & 
psychological events], as well as to the spiritual domain [bankers held office in temples]

In the US corporations were given the status of persons, when some of their lawyers successfully 
pleaded that now that slaves were given the status of a person [by adding a 14th amendment to 
the constitution], so should corporations [since already being 'legal bodies']. This 14th 
amendment was intended to give equal rights to life, liberty and property to former slaves. 

Giving corporations person-hood was explicitly excluded in the body of the ruling the lawyers 
referred to.

The fact that the supreme court had and continued to have a perception that equaled people, 
with their innate potential and inclination to act morally, to legal constructs that constituted an 
invitation for their staff to act out their lower drives unchecked, is astounding.

A parallel process was the increasing privatization of land, the so called 'enclosure movement' 
under the Tudor reign. Until then, lands belonged to society/the commons. Many people could 
make a living off those grounds. Afterwards that was not possible, since much land was owned by 
rich people. One could become a farmhand, live from hunting in the forest or move to urban areas 
where emerging industry welcomed them. Coordination between parties benefiting from the 
rising supply of cheap labor and the enclosure movement is not hard to imagine. 

The increase in ownership of enclosed land allowed the profit incentive to take root. The ensuing 
increase in productivity became the agricultural revolution. The extra supply of food and cheap 
labor made possible the industrial revolution. 

The people surviving in the forest developed the longbow. Later on they proved decisive in the 
war England waged on France, defeating the French cavalry in France. Their increased status and 
sheer capabilities [against royal cavalry] were an important factor in granting more rights to the 
common people in England. The royals, not willing to share ruling powers, enhanced their ruling 
by stealth.

This first industrial revolution appeared in England [18th century]. The industrial revolution made 
possible the weapon revolution [as well as the sanitation and public health care revolution] and 
together with profits seeking more profits abroad, made possible the rise of England to become a 
global empire [and make London the financial center of the world].

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At that meeting I realized that the usual suspects [government agencies, consultants, 
corporations, academics etc] had taken over the EV domain and had erected glass walls and 
ceilings fitting their agendas. 

The above section shows how a viable, available technology, with a willing market is insufficient 
to serve it's goal: to allow people to connect to deeper layers of their creativity. In a cloaked & 
concert style, relevant actors deliberately take empowering technology from the market, in a 
pursuit of their short term economic gain.

The protestors, who did not have a Belgian permit, drove a stone age-type car as seen in the 1960s 
cartoon The Flintstonesto the European Parliament building, where they delivered a stone tablet 
with the logos of German car firms Volkswagen, BMW and Mercedes - the "dinosaurs" of the 
pro-industry lobby. 

"The car industry, led by the Germans, has misled and manipulated the EU for 17 years. We have 
reached the point where the car industry is endangering the EU's ability to meet its obligations 
under the Kyoto treaty," Greenpeace campaigner Agnes de Rooij said. 

The NGO's report accuses the car industry of employing a classic public relations strategy - the "3-D" 
technique: deny there is a problem, delay any regulatory action and, once regulation can no longer 
be delayed, dominate the policy response. 

The document claims that the European Automobile Manufacturers Association (ACEA) in the 1990s 
denied the need for EU legislation and in 1998 put forward voluntary targets of cutting C02 by 10 
percent instead, but later failed to meet the self-imposed regime.

Another set of press related tools is paying shills, trolls, gatekeepers and parties around dead end 
protesters like Occupy.

Money from Soros' foundation does fund dozens of organizations that take part 
in Occupy protests or provide leadership in the Occupy movement.

The Tides Foundation itself, which has received more than $11 million from Soros 
since 2005, has made Occupy Wall Street a priority. On October 12, Melissa L. 

Bradley, CEO of Tides, wrote: 


As the new Chief Executive Officer of Tides, I am thrilled that 
#OccupyWallStreet has emerged and continues to grow. Since our 
inception, Tides has supported such movements. Our commitment to 
racial, social, and economic justice within healthy communities 
remains strong after 35 years. 


The American Civil Liberties Union, which has received nearly $11 million from 
George Soros since 2005, maintains programs in 42 states to assist Occupy 
protesters. "[0]ur royal blue-dad legal observers are on hand monitoring police 
activity and recording any instances of police misconduct," they boast. Other 
support for Occupy from the A.C.L.U. indudes defending “protesters’ freedom of 
speech nationwide” and “distributing materials and holding information sessions 
about demonstrators’ rights.” At Occupy sites throughout the country, A.C.L.U. 
lawyers, staff, and volunteers are “facilitating contact with government officials, 
and representing protesters’ interests in court and in meetings with police and 
other offi dais." 

The National Lawyers Guild, another Soros 
grantee, is also providing legal 
representation and monitors at protest

Abstract 

The structure of the control network of transnational corporations affects global market com¬ 
petition find financial stability. So far, only small national samples were studied and there was 
no appropriate methodology to assess control globally. We present the first investigation of the 
architecture of the international ownership network, along with the computation of the control 
held by each global player. We find that transnational corporations form a giant bow-tie struc¬ 
ture and that a large portion of control flows to a small tightly-knit core of financial institutions. 
This core can be seen as an economic “super-entity” that raisers new important issues both for 
researchers and policy makers.

Together with weapon production [+ war, its rationale] and debt- & interest-based money 
creation [banking as we know it] it uses abuses the resources, carrying and recycling capacity 
Earth provides us with, wastes our potential for meaningful interaction and spiritual growth, 
accumulates wealth into the hands of a few, sets a glitzy-lowly stage for how to live a meaningful 
life @ built-in impossibility to ever realize this, drives the corporate externalization machine, 
marginalizes true innovation and the satisfaction of real needs by the temporary satisfaction of 
artificial and manufactured desires.

The chapters on marketeers and psychopathy tie in here. 

The 1924 Phoebus cartel was the first to realize a world wide planned obsolescence situation, in 
this case for light bulbs. Light bulbs had evolved to last some 2.500 hours and could have been 
developed further. Instead, the cartel agreed to put comparable effort in degrading the light bulb, 
so it came to last around 1000 hours. Members of the cartel were checked frequently and got 
fined in case any one would make better performing light bulbs [see Z_Krajewski 'The great light 
bulb conspiracy']. 

Cartels can maintain a situation that a consumer always has to go to another member [of the 
cartel]. If there's no cartel, there must be an information imbalance, so the consumer doesn't 
know he's being taken. When there's no cartel and no information imbalance, the producer will 
deliver good quality at a fair price. Some questions arise: are overt competitors indeed competing, 
or are they just keeping up appearances to that extent. Can a consumer ever be as well informed 
regarding the goods and services he buys; does he want to be that well informed on many of the 
goods and services he buys? 

Should I have inquired if the 3 year warranty also comprised the hinge of my laptop? The repair being 3/4 of the 
original price, I now use it with the screen always upright and parking it on top of the cupboard when not in use. 

Other users suffer from this and Samsung was as unwilling to service it under warranty with them. This situation is 
rather default than rare in high-overturn consumer goods. 
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The Phoebus case was of a technical nature; many current cases in the consumer market are more 
of a psychological nature. Clothes, furniture, electronics, vehicles etc are build with an emphasis 
on peripheral qualities, ratherthan essential. Marketeers steerthis process and use follow ups on 
the current hype, the technological and production department can deliver. The first use of the 
term in this sense was by the CEO of General Motors in 1924, mr Sloan. He sought to increase 
sales in a saturated market and succeeded. 

Customers by and large know this, but are swept along in a tide of peers, short-term 
satisfaction-to quench existential pain, a taste of the good life-as advertised, because you're 
worth it/worked for it/buy yourself into the group you want to belong to/out of the group you 
don't want to belong to. 

When asking MBA students in my taxi on these subjects, all [30 or so] replied that this subject was 
not part of their curriculum.

Evidence which Thurman Arnold turned over to the Truman Committee, which Truman would declare 
"treasonous," included "Standard's 1939 letter renewing its agreement, which made it clear that the 
Rockefellers' company was prepared to work with the Nazis whether their own government was at war 
with the Third Reich or not. Truman's Senate Committee on the National Defense was outraged and 
began to probe into the whole scandalous arrangement, much to the discomfort of John D. Rockefeller,

When confronted by Arnold on the Standard - Farben arrangement "Standard executives made it clear 
that the entire U.S. war effort was fueled by their oil and it could be stopped... . The American 
government had no choice but to go along if it w anted to win the war."

July 13, 1944, Ralph W T . Gallagher, attorney for Standard OiL filed a lawsuit against the U.S. 
government’s seizure of the contested patents. "On November 7,1945, Judge Charles E. WVzanski gave 
his verdict" according to Higham. "He decided that the government had been entitled to seize the 
patents. Gallagher appealed. On September 22,1947, Judge Charles Clark delivered the final word on 
the subject He said, 'Standard Oil can be considered an enemy national in view of its relationships with 
I.G. Farben after the United States and Germany had become active enemies.' The appeal was denied."

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I Conformist Aggression 

Conformist aggression comprises various acts of aggression thal 
are performed not because the aggressor is driven by the desire to 
destroy, but because he is (old to do so and considers it his duty to obey 
orders. In all hierarchically structured societies obedience is perhaps 
the most deeply ingrained trait. Obedience is equated with virtue, 
disobedience with sin. To be disobedient is the arch crime from which 
all other crimes follow. Abraham was willing to kill his son out of 
obedience. Antigone is killed by Creon for her disobedience to the laws 
of the state. Armies, especially, cultivate obedience, since their very 
essence is built on an absolute reflexlike acceptance of commands that 
precludes any questioning. The soldier who kills and maims, the 
bomber pilot who destroys thousands of lives in one moment, are not 
necessarily driven by a destructive or cruel impulse, but by the principle 
of unquestioning obedience. 

Conformist aggression is sufficiently widespread to deserve serious 
attention. From the behavior of boys in a juvenile gang to that of sol¬ 
diers in an army, many destructive acts are committed in order not to 
appear “yellow,” and out of obedience to orders. It is these motivations, 
and not human destructiveness, thal are at the root of this type of 
aggressive behavior, which is often wrongly interpreted as indicating 
the power of innate aggressive impulses. Conformist aggression might 
as well have been classified as pseudoaggression; the reason for not 
doing so is that obedience as a consequence of the need to conform will 
in many cases mobilize aggressive impulses that otherwise might not 
have become manifest. Furthermore, the impulse not to obey or not to 
conform constitutes for many a real threat, against which they defend 
themselves by performing the required aggressive act.

Officers with outstanding leadership qualities and clear strategic thinking were overlooked for 
promotion, while members of the Roberts Academy with little discernible talent were promoted 
on the basis of their intense loyalty to the old field marshal and the secret agenda to which he 
was committed.

The cabal in London was formally set up in 1891 and funded by the fortune accrued by Cecil 
Rhodes from gold and diamond mining in South Africa. It had an inner circle - “The Society of 
the Elect" - comprising members of Britain's leading dynastic families, chosen members of the 
aristocracy, massively rich merchant bankers and powerful players in Britain's military-industrial 
complex. They had common undergraduate associations, usually Oxford university, close 
personal relationships and their ultimate goal was to bring all habitable portions of the world 
under their control. Everything they touched was about control: of people and how their thoughts 
could be influenced, of political parties, no matter who was nominally in office They acted in 
secret and, as professor Quigley revealed, were able to conceal their existence so that many of 
its most influential members ‘are unknown even to close students of British history.' [1] The outer 
circle - “The Association of Helpers" - was large and quite fluid with a membership comprising 
like-minded political associates, committed, mostly Oxford University graduates, top diplomats 
and civil servants and newspaper proprietors and editors. At this level of involvement, members 
may or may not have been aware that they were either an integral part of or inadvertently being 
used by a secret society. Many on the outer edges of the group, idealists and honest politicians, 
may never have known that the real decisions were made by a ruthless clique about whom they 
had no knowledge. [2] 


Together these men created a secret society with hierarchical layers of knowledge and 
involvement, tightly organised, small in number but abundantly influential in its collective 
associations. Though Masonic in its secrecy, membership was kept closely guarded and 
depended on friendships, birth and wealth. Quigley identified one additional feature. Members 
often had a very close association with Oxford University and in particular, All Souls College. At 
all times these elites acted in secret and even those who shared their views and who played a 
part in the events which unfolded may not have known about the inner circle which directed the 
policies they pursued. 


Every hierarchical environment [military, corporate, political] is characterized by inequality in 
informedness regarding the operations of the hierarchy. Rationalizations of various kinds are 
supplied and accepted: overview, efficiency, effectiveness of stated objectives. 

Given power imbalances [access to income, career, peers, friends] between layers in the hierarchy, 
lower levels tend to take for granted & comply with whatever higher levels come up with. 

Higher levels also derive a significant part of the rationale of their sheer existence to keeping 
lower levels less than fully informed. Since informing them more fully would expose flaws in the 
rationale of their existence, or at least current functioning [with better access to income, career 
opportunities, networks]. 

Lower levels [sub or pre-consciously] tend to play along, in order to be freed from concerns as to 
what they are actually contributing to.

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Architects of hierarchies understand the dynamics of this form of organization and use it to 
furthertheir agenda. 

Example: bottom line of Medicins sans Frontieres [MSF] is keeping the organization alive [jobs 
secured etc]. For this disasters, that can be soothed with MSF's help, are required. If a situation 
can be defined as needing to be soothed, this incentive is present. 

Co workers, sponsors, opinion leaders for various reasons share a lower level perspective, 
operationalizing MSF's bottom line. Co workers: doing good, experiencing interesting 
trainee-ships.

A 'police state' is a state where freedoms such as people in the West have com e to appr e c ia t e 
come to see as dissatisfiers, become satisfiers. This change is realized by the threat and/or use of 
violence.

The best [most effective] way for small group to control large groups is to give those large groups 
the idea that they are free and participate in what those large groups see as 'the good life' [see 
the introduction of 'democracy',' consumer society' and Z_Taylor 'Sources of the self'_review].

Some of these scenarios are 
drastic, others are subtle. Although all progress is change, not all change is progress. 

Research effort needs to be invested into understanding these prospects. We need to carefully deliberate how best to 
reduce risks and expedite beneficial applications. We also need forums where people can constructively discuss what 
should be done, and a social order where responsible decisions can be implemented. 

Reduction of existential risks, and development of means for the preservation of life and health, the alleviation of 
grave suffering, and the improvement of human foresight and wisdom should be pursued as urgent priorities, and 
heavily funded. 

Policy making ought to be guided by responsible and inclusive moral vision, taking seriously both opportunities and 
risks, respecting autonomy and individual rights, and showing solidarity with and concern for the interests and 
dignity of all people around the globe. We must also consider our moral responsibilities towards generations that will 
exist in the future. 

We advocate the well-being of all sentience, including humans, non-human animals, and any future artificial 
intellects, modified life forms, or other intelligences to which technological and scientific advance may give rise. 

We favor allowing individuals wide personal choice over how they enable their lives. This includes use of techniques 
that may be developed to assist memory, concentration, and mental energy; life extension therapies; reproductive 
choice technologies; cryonics procedures; and many other possible human modification and enhancement 
technologies.

institutions. Therc is a "constant" called the University of California in 
which nothing stays put: students, faculty, administrators, and even 
buildings cotne and go. leaving the university itself only as a continuing 
process, a pattern of behavior. 

As to powers of prediction and control, tile individual organism has 
already accomplished these in a measure which must have astounded 
the neurons when they first learned the trick. And if we reproduce 
ourselves in terms of mechanical, plastic, and electronic patterns, this is 
not really new. Any evolving species must look with misgivings on 
those of its members who first show signs of change, and will surely 
regard them as dangerous or crazy. Moreover, this new and unexpected 
type of reproduction is surely no mote weird than many of the great 
variety of methods already found in the biological world—the startling 
transformation of caterpillar into butterfly, or the arrangement between 
bees and flowers, or the unpleasant but marvelously complex system of 
the anopheles mosquito. 

If all this ends with the human race leaving no more trace of itself in 
the universe than a system of electronic patterns, why should that 
trouble us? For that is exactly what we are now/ Flesh or plastic, 
intelligence or mechanism, nerve or wire, biology or physics—it all 
seems to come down to this fabulous electronic dance, which, at the 
macroscopic level, presents itself to itself as the whole gamut of forms 
and "substances." 

But the underlying problem of cybernetics, which makes it an 
endless success/failure, is to control the process of control itself. Power 
is not necessarily wisdom. I may have virtual omnipotence in the 
government of my body and my physical environment, but how am I to 
control myself so as to avoid folly and error in its use? Geneticists and 
neurologists may come to the point of being able to produce any type of 
human character to order, but how will they be able to know what types 
of character will be needed? The situation of a pioneer culture calls for 
tough and aggressive individualists, whereas urban-industrial culture 
requires sociable and cooperative team-workers. As social change 
increases in speed, how are geneticists to foresee the adaptations of 
taste, temperament, and motivation that will be necessary twenty or 
thirty years ahead? Furthermore, every act of interference with the 


course of nature changes it in unpredictable ways. A human organism 
which has absorbed antibiotics is not quite the same kind of organism 
that it was before, because the behavior of its microorganisms has been 
significantly altered. The more one interferes, the more one must 
analyze an ever-growing volume of detailed information about the 
results of interference on a world whose infinite details are inextricably 
interwoven. Already this information, even in the most highly 
specialized sciences, is so vast that no individual has time to read it—let 
alone absorb it. 

In solving problems, technology creates new problems, and we seem, 
as in Through the Looking-Glass, to have to keep running faster and 
faster to stay where we are. The question is then whether technical 
progress actually “gets anywhere" in the sense of increasing the delight 
and Happiness of life. There is certainly a sense of exhilaration or relief 
at the moment of change—at the first few uses of telephone, radio, 
television, jet aircraft, miracle drug, or calculating machine. But all too 
soon these new contrivances arc taken for granted, and we find 
ourselves oppressed with the new predicaments which they bring with 
them. A successful college president once complained to me. “I'm so 
busy that I'm going to have to get a helicopter!" "Well," I answered, 
"youll be ahead so long as you're the only president who has one. But 
don't get it. Everyone will expect more out of you." 

Technical progress is certainly impressive from the short-run 
standpoint of the individual. Speaking as an old man in the 1960s. Sir 
Cedric Hardwicke said that his only regret was that he could not have 
lived in the Victorian Age—with penicillin. I am still grateful that I do 
not have to submit to the doctoring and dentistry of my childhood, yet I 
realize that advances in one field are interlocked with advances in all 
others. I could not have penicillin or modem anesthesia without 
aviation, electronics, mass communication, superhighways, and 
industrial agriculture—not to mention the atomic bomb and biological 

Taking, therefore, a longer and wider view of things, the entire 
project of ‘conquering nature" appears more and more of a mirage—an 
increase in the pace of living without fundamental change of position, 
just as the Red Queen suggested. But technical progress becomes a way

Koestler offers another approach to the part-whole idea through his idea of 'Holons'. A Holon is a 
simultaneously a whole ['holos'] and a part [the suffix 'on']. He proposes [as does Wilber after him] 
that everything is a holon. So there are no individual units per se of anything and there are no 
members of groups per se; just holons. 

Lipton offers the idea that cells have receptors that download data from higher up and activate 
genes. Which makes us [the conscious self] able to program lower levels consciously. These lower 
levels are normally programmed by the subconscious, which receives its data during the first 6 
years of our lives and takes up 95% of how we experience/arrange our lives. Small groups seeking 
control over large groups continue this programming of the subconscious, as will have become 
clear from the first part of the book. 
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He further proposes that when we change our fear dominated programming into a love based 
one, Earth with its inhabitants ['Gaia'] will evolve into a next level cell. [He would probably agree 
with changing 'cell' into 'holon'].

Results in mobocracy, 
attitude toward property is communistic — negating property 
rights. 

Attitude toward law is that the will of the majority shall 
regulate, whether it be based upon deliberation or governed by 
passion, prejudice, and impulse, without restraint or regard to 
consequence. 

Results in demagogism, license, agitation, discontent, 
anarchy.

A democracy, according to this definition, is actually controlled by a 
demagogue, defined as: "A speaker w r ho seeks to make capital of social 
discontent and gain political influence." 

So demagogues are usually hired by those supporting an oligarchy as a 
form of government to create the anarchy or social discontent that the 
oligarchs convert into a true oligarchy. Democracies are converted to

Planned obsolescence [see also 'Marketing', 'Occult knowledge']: a concept introduced in 1924 
by General Motor's CEO to maintain sales in a reluctant market. It works through deliberately 
built in qualities that make the product obsolete in a technical and/or aesthetic sense. In a 
competitive market and/or with informed customers, planned obsolescence is less likely. 
Reducing competition and misinforming customers becomes economical logic. 

Polarity : one of the ingredients of Natural law; where poles share essentials and differ in 
intensity [example: 'light' has more photons than 'dark'] 
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Politics [see also 'Order giver, order follower']: the entertainment division of the military 
industrial complex [= the bank[st]ers] 

Predictive programming [see also 'Seeding', 'Care', 'Reality', 'Generative principle']: the practice 
of small groups to show certain perspectives/images/scenarios that -are intended to- 
steer/influence/feed the imagination of large groups. The latter's imagination -subconsciously- 
uses the perspectives etc in its orientation of what's possible, cool, done, honorable, desirable, 
profitable & inevitable. 

Pride [see also 'Honor']: caring about a domain, standing up for its inherent qualities
